
Retiree checks Id rise modestly amid push to expand benefits

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mil¬ 
lions of retirees will get a 
modest 1.6% cost-of-living 
increase from Social Secu¬ 
rity in 2020, an uptick with 
potential political conse¬ 
quences in an election 
year when Democrats are 
pushing more generous in¬ 
flation protection. 

Ihe increase amounts to 
$24 a month for the aver¬ 
age retired worker, ac¬ 
cording to estimates re¬ 
leased Thursday by the 
Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. Following a significant 
boost this year, the cost-of- 
living adjustment, orCOLA, 
for 2020 reverts to its pat¬ 
tern of moderate gains. 

But seniors and advocates 
complain that the inflation 
yardstick used to deter¬ 
mine the annual adjust¬ 
ment doesn't adequately 
reflect their costs, mainly 
for health care. 

Ihe COLA affects house¬ 
hold budgets for about 1 
in 5 Americans, nearly 70 
million people, and that 
includes Social Security re¬ 
cipients, disabled veterans 
and federal retirees. 
Criticism of the CO A for¬ 


mula has been amplified 
by Democratic presidential 
candidates and congres¬ 
sional Democrats. That's 
helped to shift the Social 
Security debate from a 


near-exclusive concern 
with the program's solven¬ 
cy to a focus on expand¬ 
ing benefits, including but 
not limited to the cost-of- 
living adjustment. "Most of 


the discussion about Social 
Security is about how can 
we promise more rather 
than how can we keep 
the promiseswe're already 
making," said conservative 


retirement policy expert 
Charles Blahous, who as a 
former public trustee of So¬ 
cial Security once helped 
oversee its finances.

With the COLA, the estimat¬ 
ed average monthly Social 
Security payment for a re¬ 
tired workerwill be $1,503 a 
month sta rting in J anua ry. 

J oe Schiavone, who retired 
from flooring sales and lives 
on Florida's Space Coast, 
says it feels like he's not 
keeping up. 

"My biggestconcem is that 
your money is buying less 
and less," said Schiavone, 
who's in his early 80s 'The 
figure that they use for the 
rise in the cost of living to 
me is very erroneous." 
Schiavone points to in¬ 
creased health care pre¬ 
miums and copays, along 
with other kinds of insur¬ 
ance, as the main culprits 
He expects that part of his 
COLA will be eaten up by 
an increase in Medicare's 
"Part B" premium for out¬ 
patient care, which hasn't 
been announced yet. 
Roughly 1 in 2 seniors live 
in households where Social 
Security benefits provide at 
least ha If the total income. 
"None of the jobs I worked 
on in my life had any sort 
of pension or401(k) plans," 
said Schiavone. 

He's wary of politicians' 
promises about Social Se¬ 
curity. "I very rarely believe 
what anybody says in a 


campaign," said Schia¬ 
vone. "I really don't know 
what to believe." 
Democrats are working 
to convince older people 
they have their backs on 
Social Security. Voters age 
65 and older went 53% for 
Donald Trump and 44%for 
Hillary Clinton in 2016, ac¬ 
cording to a Pew Research 
Center analysis of people 
who participated in its sur¬ 
veys and were confirmed 
to ha ve c a st a ba Hot. Now, 
Democrats are aiming to 
recapture oldervoters. 

On the COLA, Democratic 
presidential candidates 
Elizabeth Warren and Ber- 
nie Sanders are proposing 
to use a measure of infla¬ 
tion that reflects expenses 
for households headed 
by a person 62 or older. It 
usually outpaces the index 
currently used. 

Their Social Security plans 
would also bolster benefits 
and raise taxesto keep the 
program afloat. In Con¬ 
gress, a majorSocial Securi¬ 
ty overhaul from Rep. J ohn 
Larson, D-Conn., would 
also switch to a new infla¬ 
tion measure. 

The White House had no 
comment on the CO A de¬ 
bate.Trump ran on a prom¬ 
ise not to cut Social Security 
benefits. Republicans have

resisted expanding Social 
Security, pointing out it 
won't have enough money 
to pay full benefits starting 
in 2035. 

Economists debate how to 
best account for inflation's 
impact. 

Richard Johnson of the Ur¬ 
ban Institute think tank said 
the measure Social Security 
now uses reflects workers, 
not retirees. "If the goal is 
to maintain seniors' living 
standards, then the cost- 
of-living adjustment is go¬ 
ing to fall short if it doesn't 
measure seniors' spending," 
he said. 

But former program trust¬ 
ee Blahous says even the 


current inflation measure 
is too generous, because 
it doesn't take into ac¬ 
count that when prices 
go up, many people look 
for cheaper goods. 'You 
would be overpaying CO- 
LAs,"he said. 

Larson, whose bill has more 
than 200 co-sponsors, says 
he believes the politics of 
Social Security are chang¬ 
ing because "reality has set 
in." 

"Many Americans have not 
recovered theirwealth and 
assets from the great crash 
of 2008," Larson said. "Dur¬ 
ing that time, Social Secu¬ 
rity did notmissa payment. 
These benefits a re essential 


fortheir survival." 

In addition to greater infla¬ 
tion protection, his legisla¬ 
tion would improve the un¬ 
derlying benefit, particular¬ 
ly for low-income workers It 
would extend Social Secu¬ 
rity's solvency by slowly rais¬ 
ing the payroll tax rate from 
12.4%to 14.8%and increas¬ 
ing the amount of earnings 
subject to the tax. Current 
law sets a maximum level 
of eamings that can be 
taxed — $137,700 for next 
year. 

Polling shows Americans 
have doubts about the fu¬ 
ture of Social Security. An 
Associated Press-NO RC 
Center for Public Affairs 
Research survey from Feb¬ 
ruary found that 39% of 
Americans had little or no 
confidence the program 
will offer the current level 
of benefits in five yea rs J ust 
24% said they were very 
confident it would, with an¬ 
other 36% saying they were 
somewhat confident.^

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans are following 
impeachment proceed¬ 
ings closely and are slightly 
more likely to approve than 
disapprove of the inquiry it¬ 
self. But the public is more 
closely split over whether 
President Donald Trump 
should be removed from 
office. 

Several polls published 
since House Speaker Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi announced the 
start of an impeachment 
inquiry on Sept. 24 show a 
shift in viewsfrom earlierthis 
year as the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives investigates 
whether Trump violated his 
oath of office in asking the 
government of Ukraine to 
investigate a political op¬ 
ponent. 

WHERE THING S STAND 

Polls find support for im¬ 
peachment has shifted 
significantly from earlier 
this year. "Ihe public is now 
more closely divided after 
earlier polls showed major¬ 


ity opposition to impeach¬ 
ment. 

A FoxNewspollconducted 
Sunday through Tuesday 
found 51% of Americans 
now say Trump should be 
impeached and removed 
from office, up from 42% 
who said that in J uly. 
Likewise, a Washington 
Post-Schar School survey 
conducted in early Octo¬ 
ber shows 58% of Ameri¬ 
cans are supportive of the 
decision by Congress to 
initiate an inquiry, including 
49% who say Congress was 
right to begin an investiga¬ 
tion and should also take 
the next step to remove 
Trump from office. Earlier 
this year, Post-ABC polls 
found less than half saying 
Congress should begin im¬ 
peachment proceedings. 
And polls show that the 
shift was closely tied to 
Pelosi's announcement of 
the inquiry. An early Octo¬ 
ber poll from Quinnipiac 
University finds 45% of vot¬ 
ers say Trump should be 


impeached and removed 
from office, up from 37% 
in a poll conducted im¬ 
mediately before that an¬ 
nouncement. 

CONSISTENT (AND POLAR¬ 
IZED) VIEWS O F TRUMP 

Approval of Trump's over¬ 
all performance has re¬ 
mained steady, as it has 
overthe course of his presi¬ 
dency. The Quinnipiac poll 
showsTrump'sapprova I rat¬ 
ing standing at 40% where 
it was in its poll conducted 
just before the inquiry be¬ 
gan. 

But, as with most political 
issues in today's environ¬ 
ment, views of the Repub¬ 
lican president and im¬ 
peachment are intensely 
polarized. A wide share of 
Democrats express support 
for impeachment, while 
the vast majority of Repub¬ 
licans stand opposed. 

PRECEDENT 

Today's presidential im¬ 
peachment inquiry is only 


the fourth in U.S. history, 
and polling demonstrates 
different scenarios for how 
opinion has changed as 
impeachment proceed- 
ingsproceeded. 

While opinions of President 
Bill Clinton and support 
for his removal from office 
moved slightly throughout 
1998and 1999, he emerged 


largely unscathed. Accord¬ 
ing to polling by Gallup, 
support for Clinton's remov¬ 
al reached no more than 
about a third of Americans 
throughout impeachment 
proceedings over Clinton's 
handling of allegations of 
his extramarital affair with 
Monica Lewinsky, a White 
House intern. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 

Florida businessmen tied to 
President Donald Trump's 
lawyer and the Ukraine in¬ 
vestigation were changed 
Thursday with federal cam¬ 
paign finance violations. 
The charges relate to a 
$325,000 donation to a 
group supporting Trump's 
reelection. 

Lev Pamas and Igor Fru- 
man, associates of Rudy 
Giuliani, were arrested 
Wednesday trying to board 
an international flight with 
one-way tickets at Dulles 
International Airport in Vir¬ 
ginia, according to Geof¬ 
frey Berman, the U.S. attor¬ 
ney in Manhattan. No des¬ 
tination wasdisclosed. 
Pamas and Fruman were 
arrested on a four-count 
indictment that includes 
changes of conspiracy, 
making false statements to 
the Federal Election Com¬ 
mission and falsification of 
records The men had key 
roles in Giuliani's efforts to 
launch a Ukrainian corrup¬ 
tion investigation against 
Democratic presidential 


contender Joe Biden and 
his son Hunter. 

The indictments mark the 
first criminal charges re¬ 
lated to the Ukraine con¬ 
troversy. While they do not 
suggest wrongdoing bythe 
president, they are likely to 
add fuel to the House im¬ 
peachment inquiry, raising 
additional questions about 


whether those close to 
Trump and Giuliani sought 
to use their influence to af¬ 
fect U.S. foreign policy de¬ 
cisions 

Trump has dismissed the 
impeachment inquiry as 
baselessand politically mo¬ 
tivated. 

Records show that Par- 
nasand Fruman used wire 


transfers from a corporate 
entity to make the $325,000 
donation to the America 
First Action committee in 
2018. But wire transfer re¬ 
cords that became public 
through a lawsuit show that 
the corporate entity report¬ 
ed as making the transac¬ 
tion was not the source of 
the money. 

Prosecutors a Iso allege that 
Pamas urged a congress¬ 
man to seek the ouster of 
the U.S. ambassador to 
Ukraine, at the behest of 
Ukrainian government of¬ 
ficials That happened 
about the same time that 
Pamas and Fruman com¬ 
mitted to raising more than 
$20,000forthe politician. 
The congressman wasn't 
identified in court papers, 
but the donations match 
campaign finance reports 
for former Rep. Pete Ses¬ 
sions, a Texas Republican 
who lost his re-election bid 
in November. In May 2018, 
Pamas posted a photo of 
himself and his business 
partner David Correia with 
Sessions in hisCapitol Hill of¬ 
fice, with the caption "Hard 
at work!!" 

J ohn Dowd, an attomeyfor 
Pamas and Fruman, hung 
up on an Associated Press 
reporter seeking comment. 
Giuliani said he couldn't 
comment and that he 
didn't represent the men in 
campaign finance matters. 
The men were arrested 
around 6 p.m. Wednesday 
and booked at a local jail 
in Alexandria, Virginia. A 
court appearance Thurs¬ 
day was delayed as law¬ 
yers tried to work out a bail 
package. Kevin Downing, 
the lawyer who represent¬ 
ed formerTrump campaign 
chairman Paul Manaforton 
chargesthat he hid millions 
of dollars that he earned in 
Ukraine advising politicians 
there, was representing 
the men for their initial ap¬ 
pearance and declined to 
comment. 

Correia and Andrew Ku¬ 
kushkin, a Ukrainian-born 
U.S. citizen, were also 
charged in the case. 
Attorney General William 
Barr had been briefed on 
the investigation soon after 
he was confirmed in Feb¬ 
ruary, was updated in re¬ 
cent weeksand wasmade 


aware Wednesday night 
that the men were being 
arrested, a person familiar 
with the mattertold The As¬ 
sociated Press. The person 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity to discuss an ongo¬ 
ing investigation. 

The indictment says Pamas 
and Fruman "soughtto ad¬ 
vance their personal finan¬ 
cial interests and the politi¬ 
cal interests of at least one 
Ukrainian government of¬ 
ficial with whom they were 
working" and took steps to 
conceal it from third par¬ 
ties, including creditors. 
They created a limited li¬ 
ability corporation, Global 
Energy Producers, and "in¬ 
tentionally caused certain 
large contributions to be 
reported in the name of 
GEP instead of in their own 
names." 

Prosecutorscharge thatthe 
two men falsely claimed 
the contributions came 
from GEP, which was de¬ 
scribed as a liquefied nat¬ 
ural gas business. At that 
point, the company had 
no income or significant as¬ 
sets, the indictment said. 
Prosecutors a liege that Par- 
nasand Fruman conspired 
to make illegal contribu¬ 
tions to try to skirt the limit 
on federal campaign con¬ 
tributions. The men are also 
accused of making contri¬ 
butions to candidates for 
state and federal office, 
joint fundraising commit¬ 
tees and independent ex¬ 
penditure committees in 
the namesof otherpeople. 
The commitment to raise 
more than $20,000 for the 
congressman was made 
in May and June 2018. 
The lawmaker had also re¬ 
ceived about $3 million in 
independent expenditures 
from a super political ac¬ 
tion committee that Par- 
nasand Fruman had been 
funding. A super PAC can 
raise and spend unlimited 
amounts of money in sup¬ 
port of a candidate but 
isn't allowed to directly co¬ 
ordinate with the official 
campaign. 

As a result of the dona¬ 
tions, Pamas and Fruman 
had meetings with the con¬ 
gressman and Pamas lob¬ 
bied him to advocate for 
removing the ambassador 
to Ukraine, Berman saidO

— A fumac e-like 'flash 
drought" is intensifying as it 
blasts away the little mois¬ 
ture leftacrossa vast swath 
of the South, wilting garden 
plants and raising alarm 
among fanners, according 
to a weekly report updated 
Thursday. 

Nearly 56 million residents 
are now living in drought 
conditions in parts of 16 
Southern states, according 
to the U.S. Drought Monitor 
report. That drought is clas¬ 
sified as extreme in area sin 
Texas, Alabama, Georgia, 
Kentucky, South Carolina 
and Florida. From the arid 
plains of Texas to farms 
in Maryland, concern is 
spreading that cattle, cot¬ 
ton and com are suffering 
after a summer of record 
highs and very little rain. 
One of the bu Use yes mark¬ 
ing the nation's driest areas 
points to Georgia's Bartow 
County — farm country 
northwest of Atlanta — 
where extreme drought 
has left pastures bare and 
kicked up buckets of dust. 
"Ifwe don'tgetenough rain 
and the pastures don't re¬ 
cover, we'll be dipping into 
winter feeding hay before 
time, or have to liquidate 
some cattle," said Dean 
Bagwell, who has350 cows 
now on land his family has 
farmed for nearly a cen¬ 
tury. Between the weather 
and relatively low cattle 
prices, he says "it just all 
plays into the frustration of 
trying to ma ke a living fa rm- 
ing." 

The drought has ravaged 
the pastures where cattle 
and other livestock feed. 
Most of these fields are in 
either poor or very poor 
condition in Georgia, Ala¬ 
bama, Kentucky, Tennes¬ 
see, the Carolinas and 
West Virginia, the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture 


reported in its most recent 
crop report . Pasture and 
range conditions are even 
worse in Virginia, where 
71%ofthe land is in pooror 
very poorshape. 

At Pettit Creek Farms in 
Cartersville, Georgia, 
where people come to see 
the kangaroos, camels and 
other wildlife, owner Scott 
Allen points out the "baked 
mud "and cracked earth in 
the bed of a small stream 
near his zebras The natural 
spring water is nearly dried 
up, so he's using municipal 
water. 

"It's been probably bet¬ 
ter than 60 days since we 
had any precipitation that 
amounted to anything,"Al¬ 
len said. 'The dust is just re¬ 
lentless." 

Thursday's drought re¬ 
port shows nearly half the 
population is experiencing 
drought in Texas, where the 
USDA crop report shows 
nearly a quarter of the cot¬ 
ton in poor or very poor 
condition. The situation is 
also dire in North Carolina, 
where 40% of the cotton 
and 30% of the com is in 
poororvery poorshape. In 
Georgia, nearly 20% of the 
peanutsare in poororvery 
poorcondition. 

Forecasters blame the 
heat, along with the lack 
of rain: Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Florida all 
saw their driest Septem¬ 
ber on record. Texas and 
Louisiana suffered through 
their hottest September on 
record, according to the 
report. 

The combination of dry 
weather and intense heat 
can create what's now 
called a 'flash drought." 

The term came about dur¬ 
ing a 2001 drought in the 
Great Plains, when Mark 
Svoboda, director of the 
National Drought Mitiga¬ 
tion Center, was looking for 
a way to describe its rapid 


onset. The 'flash drought" 
phrase resonated, making 
headlines in The Omaha 
World-Herald and beyond. 
Back then, Svoboda and 
other scientists had few 
toolsto track flash droughts, 
but since then, satellite im¬ 
agery has provided much 
better data to monitor a 
rapidly-spreading drought, 
he said. 

The Drought Monitor has 
not adequately captured 
the severity of the drought's 
impacts on agriculture, 
Pam Knox, an agricultural 
climatologist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Georgia, said at 
a Thursday briefing. Along 
with the challenges of 
feeding cattle and fann¬ 
ing peanuts, algal blooms 
in water are becoming an 


issue — they can be toxic 
to livestock. The drought 
has a Iso given rise to army- 
worms and other pests that 
can damage crops. 
Climate change in the 
coming years will likely only 
intensify droughts and in¬ 
crease their frequency, 
scientists warned in the 
National Climate Assess¬ 
ment released by the White 
House last year. And heat 
waves are expected to hit 
the South harderthan other 
regions. 

The cities of Memphis, Ten¬ 
nessee, and Raleigh, North 
Carolina, are particularly at 
risk of more intense and fre¬ 
quent heat waves, along 
with New Orleans and Bir¬ 
mingham, Alabama. 
Bagwell and other farm¬ 


ers are concerned that 
Octobers can be the dri¬ 
est months in the South. 
There'ssome hope, though, 
in long-range forecasts 
that point toward above¬ 
normal precipitation in the 
Southeast later this month, 
according to the Climate 
Prediction Center. 

At the Tri-County Gin in 
Cartersville, one of the 
state's last remaining cot¬ 
ton gins, dust from the 
Georgia red clay coated a 
pickup truck, where the gin 
owner David Smith peered 
over the steering wheel 
and pondered the drycon- 
ditions. 

"It's not a complete, overall 
disaster, but there are plac¬ 
es that are hurting bad," 
Smith sa id .□ 
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IC^ sheriff say immigration ruling threatens public safety

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

acting director of U.S. Im¬ 
migration and Customs 
Enforcement on Thursday 
criticized a judge's ruling 
barring hisagency from re¬ 
lying solely on databases 
that have at times led to 
the wrongful detention of 
American citizens. 

Speaking Thursday at the 
White House, Matthew Al¬ 
bence called the Septem¬ 
ber ruling an example of 
'judicial overreach" that 
threatened public safety. 
Following Albence was a 
Texas sheriff who suggest¬ 
ed the ruling would require 
releasing jailed immigrants 
who were "drunks" and 
would "run over your chil¬ 
dren,"a comment that was 
immediately denounced 
by advocates. 

U.S. District Judge Andre 
Birotte Jr. barred ICE from 
issuing requests known as 
"detainers" based solely on 
database searches consid¬ 
ered to be unreliable. The 
ruling applies to states that 
do not explicitly authorize 
civil immigration arrests us¬ 
ing detainers. 

ICE cross-checks jail rosters 
around the U.S. with fed¬ 
eral databases that track 
people's nationality and 
immigration status. When it 
detectsthata person ^un¬ 
authorized to be in the U.S., 
ICE will issue a detainer ask¬ 
ing the agency to hold the 
person until he or she can 
be taken into immigration 
custody. 

Advocates say relying 
on electronic databases 
alone to issue detainers is 
unreliable because they 


often have erroneous data 
and can lead to falsely ac¬ 
cusing people of being in 
the U.S. illegally. 

Citing ICE's data, Birotte 
wrote that 42 detainers be¬ 
tween May 2015 and Feb¬ 
ruary 2016 were explicitly 
lifted because the person 
was a citizen. Nearly 800 
detainers out of almost 
13,000 issued during that 
time were withdrawn be¬ 
cause the person wasa cit¬ 
izen "or otherwise not sub¬ 
ject to removal," the judge 
wrote. 

Asked about the detention 
of Americans, Albence said 
he could not speak about 
ongoing litigation. 

"Many times, individu¬ 
als that we come across 
that are United States citi¬ 
zens don't even know that 
they are because the laws 


around citizenship are so 
complicated,"he said. 
President Donald Trump — 
as well as his top officials 
and allies — has long as¬ 
sailed judges who have 
ruled against his adminis¬ 
tration's efforts to restrict 
immigration and ramp up 
arrestsand deportations. 
Jennie Pasquarella, a law¬ 
yer with the American Civil 
Uberties Union of Southern 
California, which helped 
bring the lawsuit, said the 
ruling was "critical to pro¬ 
tecting the rights of every¬ 
one" and ensuring that ICE 
does not subject people to 
baseless arrests and deten¬ 
tion. 

U.S. immigration agencies 
earlier this year detained 
an American-bom 18-year- 
old for more than three 
weekseven though he had 


copies of paperwork docu¬ 
menting his citizenship. 

A Democratic congress- 
woman from California 
visiting a Border Patrol pro¬ 
cessing center in South 
Texas in July encountered 
a 13-year-old girl holding 
a U.S. passport next to her 
mother, who had been ac¬ 
cused of crossing the bor¬ 
der illegally. 

Albence spoke next to lo¬ 
cal sheriffs from around the 
U.S. who are cooperating 
with ICE. As the agency 
has faced resistance to its 
operations in some parts 
of the country, the Trump 
administration has held 
several White House events 
featuring local officials who 
support its immigration pri¬ 
orities. 

Tarrant County Sheriff Bill 
Wayboum of Fort Worth, 


Texas, said many unauthor¬ 
ized immigrants in his jail 
were accused of felonies 
like murder and sexual as¬ 
sault as well as drunken- 
driving offenses. He said 
Birotte's ruling "will put our 
communities in jeopa rdy." 
"If we have to tum them 
loose orthey get released, 
they're coming back to 
your neighborhood and 
my neighborhood,"he said. 
'These drunks will run over 
yourchildren, and they will 
run over my children." 
Wayboum said about7%of 
the 4,200 people currently 
detained in Tarrant Coun¬ 
ty are in the U.S. illegally. 
His office issued a state¬ 
ment saying that nearly 
25% of the unauthorized 
immigrants jailed in Tarrant 
County were accused of 
driving while intoxicated 
or being a DWI "repeat of¬ 
fender."

Cracks were found ina key structural parton 38 Boeing jets

Inspections of some older 
Boeing jets have turned up 
structural cracks in more 
than three dozen of them, 
raising a new safety issue 
for the company already 
dealing with two deadly 
crashes involving a newer 
version of the same plane. 
Boeing said Thursday that 
airlines worldwide have 
inspected 810 planes fol¬ 
lowing an order from U.S. 


safety regulators. Of those, 
38 — or5% — had 'findings" 
requiring repairs. 

Airlines are under orders to 
inspect certain Boeing 737 
NG planesforcracking in a 
part that helps keep wings 
attached to the fuselage. 
Boeing declined to identify 
which airlines found prob¬ 
lems, but Brazilian carrier 
Gol said it has grounded 
11 planes so far, and U.S.- 
based Southwest Airlines 


grounded two. 

The NG is a version of the 
popular 737 that has been 
produced since the 1990s 
Boeing is replacing it with 
the 737 Max, but those 
planes have been ground¬ 
ed worldwide since March 
aftertwo crashes killed 346 
people. 

The cracks in the NG planes 
occurred in a part called 
a pickle fork because of 
its shape. Cracking in that 


component was found re¬ 
cently in some 737s being 
converted from passenger 
use to cargo jets. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration gave airlines 
seven days, ending Thurs¬ 
day, to inspect 737 NGs 
that had made at least 
30,000 flights A much larg¬ 
er group of planes with 
slig htly fewerflig htsmust be 
inspected overthe coming 
months 


An FAA spokesman said 
"a small number" of U.S.- 
based planes have been 
removed from service while 
Boeing works on instruc¬ 
tions for re pairing orreplac- 
ing the parts. 

The constant pressure and 
forces during flight can 
cause metal fatigue on 
planes, and it is not unusu¬ 
al for regulators to require 
inspections of a specific

A white Florida man who 
told detectives he was ir¬ 
ritated by people who ille¬ 
gally park in handicapped 
spots was sentenced on 
Thursday to 20 years in 
prison forthe fatal shooting 
of an unarmed black man 
outside a convenience 
store. 

Circuit Judge Joseph Bu¬ 
tane called 49-year-old 
Michael Drejka a "wanna¬ 
be" law enforcement of¬ 
ficer and a self-appointed 
"handicapped parking 
space monitor." 

Jurors found Drejka guilty 
of manslaughter in August. 
Drejka showed no emotion 
when the judge sentenced 
him. 

Drejka confronted Markeis 
McGlockton's girlfriend Bri- 
tanyj a cobs in J uly 2018 for 
parking in a handicapped 
space at a Clearwater 
convenience store. Mc- 
Glockton had gone inside 
the store with his 5-year- 
old son to buy drinks. As 
the confrontation contin¬ 
ued, a customer went into 
the store and alerted Mc- 
Glockton. Security video 
shows McGlockton leav¬ 
ing the store and shoving 
Drejka to the ground. Sec¬ 
onds later, Drejka pulls out 
a handgun and shoots the 
28-year-old McGlockton as 
he backsaway. 

Initially, Pinellas County 
Sheriff Bob Gualtieri said he 
wouldn't arrest Drejka, say¬ 
ing the shooting was not 
a crime under the state's 
'stand your ground' law, 
which allows someone to 
use deadly force if they 
believe it necessary to pre¬ 
vent death or great bodily 
harm. A security video from 
the store, however, shows

McGlockton appearing to 
step back and turn away 
as Drejka fires the shot, 
which strikes McGlockton 
in the side. 

McGlockton's family hired 
a lawyer and held a news 
conference demanding 
justice, while U.S. Sen. Bill 
Nelson asked the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Justice to in¬ 
vestigate. Authorities later 
decided to charge Drejka. 
The judge said he found 
it most ironic that Drejka 
drove up, illegally parked 
next to Jacobs' car and 
then confronted her a bout 
parking illegally in a handi¬ 
capped space. 

"He just seems to come out 
of nowhere, kind of like a 
superhero, to see that he 
enforcesthe handicapped 
parking spot,"Butane said. 
Jacobs, along with Mc- 
Glockton's parents, spoke 
before the sentencing. 
'There are no words to fully 
describe what his loss has 
done to our family," said 
Jacobs, who had four chil¬ 
dren with McGlockton.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— An Alaska law promot¬ 
ing fossil fuel development 
infringes on the constitu¬ 
tional rights of young resi¬ 
dents to a healthy environ¬ 
ment, a lawyer told Alaska 
Supreme Court justices on 
Wednesday. 

A lawsuit filed by 16 Alaska 
youths claimed long-term 
effects of climate change 
will devastate the country's 
northernmost state and in¬ 
terfere with their constitu¬ 
tional rights to life, liberty 
and public trust resources 
that sustain them. 

The state's legislative and 
executive branches have 
not taken steps to lower 
greenhouse gas emissions 
and adopted a policy that 
promotes putting more in 
the air, said attorney An¬ 
drew Welle of the Oregon- 
based Our Children's Trust 
group. 

'This is an issue that is 
squarely within the court's 
authority," Welle said. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Anna Jay urged justices 
to affirm a lower court rul¬ 
ing rejecting the claims. 
Ultimately, the climate 
change issues raised by 
Alaska youth must be ad¬ 
dressed by the political 
branches of government, 
she sa id. 

'The court does not have 
the tools to engage in the 
type of legislative policy 
making endeavor required 
to formulate a broad state 
approach to greenhouse 
gasemissions,"she said. 

The 16 youths sued in 2017 
and claimed damages by 
greenhouse gas emissions 
are causing widespread 
damage in Ala ska.The law¬ 
suit said the state has expe¬ 
rienced dangerously high 


temperatures, changed 
rain and snow patterns, ris¬ 
ing seas, storm surge flood¬ 
ing, thawed permafrost, 
coastal erosion, violent 
storms and increased wild¬ 
fires 

OurChildren'sTrust isa non¬ 
profit organization dedi¬ 
cated to protecting natu¬ 
ral systems for present and 
future generations. The 
group in 2011 unsuccess¬ 
fully sued the state in 2011, 
claiming the state failed to 
adopt measuresto protect 
young people from climate 
change. 

The judge in that case con¬ 
cluded that courts lack 
scientific, economic and 
technological resources 
that agencies can use to 
determine climate policy 
and it was best left in their 
hands 

Anchorage Superior Court 
Judge Gregory Miller re¬ 
jected the current case a 
yearsago. 

Alaska has no state salesor 
income tax and historically 
hasrelied on the petroleum 
industry, which extracts 
crude oil and sends most of 


it to West Coast Refineries, 
for much of its revenue. 
Welle said state policy 
promoting fossil fuels, ex¬ 
pressed in a state statute, 
should be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional because it harms 
young Alaskans by trading 
short-term financial gains 
for long-term health prob¬ 
lems 

The lead client in the case, 
Esau Sinnok, has had his 
constitutional right to 
health and happiness de¬ 
nied by state policy and 
lack of action on climate 
change, Welle said. 

"His home village of Shish¬ 
maref is literally wiped off 
the map because of cli¬ 
mate change," Welle said 
before the hearing. "It's 
endangering his culture, 
the very existence of his 
community, the health and 
safety of him and his com¬ 
munity members"

In a statement released 
soon aftershe wasrejected 


with 82 votes against, 29 in 
favor, and one abstention, 
the French presidency rued 
the perceived "political 
game" that led to Gou¬ 
lard's dismissal. 

The Elysee said "her com¬ 
petence and her commit¬ 
ment to Europe are not 
questioned." 

While acknowledging her 


professional skills, many 
European Parliament law¬ 
makers, known as MEPs, 
said Goulard wasunable to 
properly address questions 
surrounding her workplace 
ethics.

Climate change activist 
climbs on plane, otheis 
stop traffic

in New York City brought

airstrikesand artillery. 
Residents of border areas 
within Syria scrambled in 
panic as they tried to es¬ 
cape on foot and in cars, 
pickup trucks and motor¬ 
cycle rickshaws piled with 
mattresses and belongings, 
and the U.N. refugee agen- 
cysaid tens of thousands of 
people were on the move. 
It was wrenchingly familiar 
for many who only a few 
years ago had fled the 
militants of the Islamic State 
group. 

The Turkish invasion was 
launched three days after 
U.S. President Donald Trump 
opened the way by pulling 
American troops from their 
positions near the border 
alongside their Kurdish al¬ 
lies. At a time when Trump 
faces an impeachment in¬ 
quiry, the move drew swift 
criticism from Republicans 
and Democrats in Con¬ 
gress, along with many na¬ 
tional defense experts, who 
say it has endangered not 
only the Kurdsand regional 
stability but U.S. credibil¬ 
ity as well. The Syrian Kurd¬ 
ish militia was the only U.S. 
ally in the campaign that 
brought down the Islamic 
State group in Syria. 

Trump warned Turkey for 
moderation during its as¬ 
sault and safeguard civil¬ 
ians But the opening bar¬ 
rage showed little sign of 
holding back: The Turkish 


Defense Military said its jets 
and artillery had struck 181 
targets so far. More than a 
dozen columns of heavy 
black smoke rose above 
one bordertown. 

A Kurdish-led group and 
Syrian activists said that 
despite the bombard¬ 
ment, Turkish troops had 
not made much progress 
on several fronts they had 
opened. But their claims 
could not be independent¬ 
ly verified, and the situation 
wa s d iffic ult to a ssess. 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan said that 
so far, 109 'terrorists" were 
killed in the offensive, a ref¬ 
erence to the Syrian Kurdish 
fighters. He did not elabo¬ 
rate, and reports from the 
area did not indicate any¬ 
thing remotely close to 
such a large numberof ca¬ 
sualties. 


Erdogan also warned the 
European Union not to call 
Ankara's incursion into Syria 
an "invasion." He threat¬ 
ened, a she ha sin the past, 
to "open the gates"and let 
Syrian refugees flood into 
Europe. 

Meanwhile, the Kurdish 
forces halted all operations 
against IS in order to focus 
on fighting Turkish troops, 
Kurdish and U.S. officials 
said. 

The Syrian Kurdish fighters, 
along with U.S. troops, have 
been involved in mopping- 
up operations against IS 
fighters still holed up in the 
desert after their territorial 
hold was toppled earlier 
this year. 

Ankara considers mem¬ 
bers of the Kurdish militia 
to be 'terrorists" because of 
their links to the outlawed 
Kurdistan Workers' Party, or

PKK, which has led an in¬ 
surgency against Turkey for 
35 years. The conflict has 
killed tens of thousands of 
people. The U.S. and oth¬ 
er Western countries also 
consider the PKK a terrorist 
group. 

Turkey considers its opera¬ 
tions against the Kurdish 
militia in Syria a matterof its 
own survival, and it a Iso in¬ 
sists it won't tolerate the vir¬ 
tual self-rule that the Kurds 
succeeded in carving out 
in northern Syria along the 
border. 

The Turkish assault aims 
to carve out a corridor of 
control along the length of 
the border — a so-called 
"safe zone" — clearing out 
the Kurdish militia. Such a 
zone would end the Kurds' 
autonomy in the area and 
put much of their popula¬ 
tion under Turkish control. 


Ankara has said it aims to 
settle 2 million Syrian refu¬ 
gees, who are mainly Ar¬ 
abs, in the zone. 

Turkey began its offen¬ 
sive in northern Syria on 
Wednesday with airstrikes 
and artillery shelling, and 
then ground troops began 
crossing the border later in 
the day. 

The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights, which has activ¬ 
ists throughout Syria, said 
seven civilians have been 
killed since Turkey began its 
operation. 

Mustafa Bali, a spokesman 
for the Kurdish-led Syrian 
Democratic Forces, said 
their fighters have repelled 
Turkish forces ground at¬ 
tacks. 

"No advance as of now," 
he tweeted Thursday. 

But Maj. Youssef Ham- 
moud, a spokesman for 
Turkish-backed opposition 
fighters participating in the 
operation, said the fight¬ 
ers captured the village 
ofYabisa, near the one of 
the main initial targets of 
the assault, the town of Tal 
Abyad, a spokesman for 
the fighters said. In a tweet, 
he called it 'the first village 
to win freedom."

there. 

Zelenskiy told reporters 
that Petro Poroshenko, the 
incumbent leader he de¬ 
feated in April, was "push¬ 
ing" people to oppose the 
withdrawalof heavy wea p- 
onry in eastern Ukraine, 
where fighting against 
Russia-backed separatists 
has killed more than 13,000 
people since 2014. 

"He is against the pullback 
and he thinks that he can 
spearhead another Maid- 
an,"Zfelenskiy said, referring 
to the square in the capi¬ 
tal of Kyiv where protests 
in 2013 and 2014 ousted a 
pro-Russian government 
and eventually propelled 
Poroshenko into power. 

"We want to end this war. 

I don't think the previous 
government had quite the 
same desire,"Zfelenskiy said 
during an all-day "media 


marathon" in a Kyiv food 
court. 

Zelenskiy said he hoped 
his country's people would 
back his efforts to end the 
conflict with the separatists. 
Last week, Ukraine, Russia 
and the separatists signed 
a tentative agreement on 
guidelines for a local elec¬ 


tion and a weapons with¬ 
drawal in the east to pave 
the way fora much-antic¬ 
ipated four-way summit 
with Russia, Germany and 
France. 

Poroshenko and some na¬ 
tionalist groups have cast 
the move asa capitulation 
to Moscow, and several 


dozen far-right Ukrainian 
activists and veterans trav¬ 
eled to the east this week 
vowing to stop the disen¬ 
gagement. Zfelenskiy ac¬ 
cused both separatists and 
veterans of trying to spoil 
peace efforts. 

"Aslong asdifferent people 
from both sides who don't 


want the disengagement 
keeping coming there and 
do random shooting, there 
won't be any pullback," he 
said. 

^lenskiy emphasized that 
the weapons pullback was 
a key condition for holding 
the four-way summit, which 
has no date set yet. 

The planned withdrawal 
of troops and weapons by 
both government forces 
and the separatists was 
to begin Monday but was 
delayed because of shell¬ 
ing from both sides The 
pullback again failed in 
two locations in eastern 
Ukraine on Thursday, sepa¬ 
ratist officials said. In Kyiv, 
the military in charge of the 
operation in the east said 
one Ukrainian soldier died 
in shelling Thursday.

Amnesty International uiges Malaysia to end death penalty

KUALA LUMPUR, Malay¬ 
sia (AP) — Amnesty Inter¬ 
national urged Malaysia's 
government on Thursday to 
keep its promise to abolish 
the death penalty, saying 
unfair trials and the use of 
harsh treatment to obtain 
confessions put people at 
risk of execution. 

The rights group released 
details of nearly two years 
of research on 150 cases as 
well as interviews with pris¬ 
oners'families, lawyers and 
embassy officials in a report 
that it said showed the use 
of the death penalty was 
'fatally flawed." 

Prime Minister Mahathir 
Mohamad's government 
promised shortly after tak¬ 
ing power in May 2018 to 
scrap capital punishment, 
which mandates hanging 
as punishment for a wide 
range of crimes including 
murder, drug trafficking, 
treason, kidnapping and 
acts of terror. 

But the government back¬ 
tracked afterpublic objec¬ 
tion. Parliament, which re¬ 
sumed meeting this week, 


will instead remove man¬ 
datory death penalties for 
some offenses and give 
courts discretion in impos¬ 
ing the sentence. 

The report said 73% of the 
1,281 people on death row 
as of February were con¬ 


victed of drug offenses, in¬ 
cluding 568 foreign ers from 
43 countries and many 
poormembersofethnic mi¬ 
norities. It said some prison¬ 
ers were tortured and beat¬ 
en to make them confess. 
In one case, a Malaysian 


man detained in 2005 for 
possessing drugs and later 
sentenced to death had 
his finger broken by police, 
who also threatened to 
beat up his girlfriend, it said. 
Those who are poor often 
go without legal assistance 


until they are brought to 
court, it said. Some were 
asked to sign documents 
in the Malay language 
that were not translated for 
them, according to the re¬ 
port. 

The group said the pardon 
process was also not trans¬ 
parent, with no clear crite¬ 
ria and accessto pro-bono 
legal services controlled by 
prison officials It said half 
of the foreigners on death 
row didn't seek pardons. 
'Ourresearch found a pat¬ 
tern of unfair trials and se¬ 
cretive hangings that itself 
spoke volumes From a ne¬ 
gations of torture and other 
ill-treatment to an opaque 
pardons process, it's clear 
the death penalty is a stain 
on Malaysia's criminal jus¬ 
tice system," Amnesty Ma¬ 
laysia director Sharmini 
Darshni Kaliemuthu said. 

The group said its requests 
to meet Malaysian authori¬ 
ties including the police 
and officials in the attor¬ 
ney-general's office for 
more details were rejected

— Haiti's economy is para¬ 
lyzed. Demonstrators fight 
police, block roads and 
loot stores several times a 
week. President Jovenel 
MoTse is avoiding public 
appearances. And dozens 
of people from political 
partiesold and new are vy¬ 
ing to become the coun¬ 
try's next leader. 

Opposition leaders range 
from a wealthy grocery- 
chain ownerto a collection 
of veteran politicians with 
murky pasts, some with al¬ 
legations of corruption and 
tiesto organized crime. De¬ 
spite unifying outrage at 
MoTse's political and eco¬ 
nomic mismanagement, 
protesters say the absence 
of a charismatic leader 
and a clear strategy is fuel¬ 
ing chaos and the sense of 
an unending crisis 
MoTse still has more than 
two years left in his term af¬ 
ter taking office in February 
2017 and says he will not 
step down despite violent 
protests that have shut¬ 
tered businesses and kept 
2 million children from go¬ 
ing to school for nearly a 
month. Nearly 20 people 
have died and about 200 
injured in protests fueled by 
anger over corruption, ris¬ 
ing inflation and scarcity of 
basic goodsincluding fuel. 
With MoTse unyielding, the 
opposition disorganized 
and the international com¬ 
munity on the sidelines, 
Haiti likely faces months 
or even years of dysfunc¬ 
tion that's deep enough to 
cause widespread misery 
and political and econom¬ 
ic free-fall without causing 
a government overthrow. 
"It's a completely dysfunc¬ 
tional country," said Ben- 
zico Pierre with the Center 
for the Promotion of De¬ 
mocracy and Participatory 
Education, a Haitian think 
tank. 'There's no trust in the 
institutions" 

It's a concern that Carl 
Murat Cantave, presi¬ 
dent of Haiti's Senate, ac¬ 
knowledged in a speech 
televised Tuesday as he 
warned that Haiti's crisis is 
"rotting." 

He urged MoTse to launch 
a dialogue and said all op¬ 


tions should be placed on 
the table. 

'The country needsa genu¬ 
ine re-engineering so it can 
move forward because ev¬ 
eryone is failing as a lead¬ 
er," he said in Creole. 'Only 
the people right now have 
legitimacy." 

Hours after Cantave's 
speech, MoTse's office is¬ 
sued a statement saying he 
has named seven people 
charged with leading dis- 
cussionsto find a solution to 
help end the crisis Among 
them is former prime minis¬ 
ter Eva ns Paul, who recent¬ 
ly told The Associated Press 
that he believes MoTse has 
several options, including 
nominating an opposition- 
backed prime ministerand 
shortening his mandate. 

On Wednesday, opposition 
figureswho are leading the 
protests rejected MoTse's 
statement, saying the com¬ 
mission has no credibility. 

"A head of state who re¬ 
spects himself and who re¬ 
spects his people does not 
create, in times of crisis, a 
commission of negotiation 
with his advisers and his 
spokesmen. This is not seri¬ 
ous,"attomeyAnd re Michel 
told The Associated Press. 
Michel was one of 70 can¬ 
didates who participated 
in the presidential election 
of 2015, the same year he 
had hisU.S. visa revoked for 
what he says are unknown 
reasons. He is now a mem¬ 


ber of an opposition coali¬ 
tion called the Consensual 
Alternative, which is orga¬ 
nizing the protests 
Also a member of that 
coalition is Senator Youri 
Latortue, a retired military 
official who is considered 
one of Haiti's most power¬ 
ful politicians. He worked 
under former presidents 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide and 
Rene Preval and has de¬ 
nied corruption allegations 
including drug trafficking 
that the U.S. made against 
him more than a decade 
ago. Until recently, he led a 
party allied with MoTse'sTet 
Kale faction until he broke 
away. 

'The president has shown 
he is incapable of govern¬ 
ing," Latortue told AP. 

He noted that a company 
once owned by MoTse was 
named in a Senate inves¬ 
tigation that found that 
huge sums of money from 
a Venezuelan subsidized 
oil program were misspent 
during Haiti's previous gov¬ 
ernment. MoTse has de¬ 
nied any wrongdoing. The 
investigation also named 
several former top gov¬ 
ernment officials from the 
administration of President 
Michel Martelly, who pre¬ 
ceded MoTse in office and 
is a n a lly. 

Other members of the co¬ 
alition include former Army 
Col. Himmler Rebu, who 
was accused of instigating 


an attempted 1988 coup 
against a transitional gov¬ 
ernment installed afterfor- 
merpresidentj ean-C laude 
Duvalier was forced out, 
and SenatorSoreljacinthe, 
a one-time MoTse ally who 
recently told local reporters 
that certain legislators ac¬ 
cepted money to approve 
MoTse's choice for prime 
minister. 

Joining veteran politicians 
in their c a II fo r M oise's resig- 
nation is well-known Haitian 
businessman Reginald Bou- 
los, a formerdoctorwith no 
political experience who is 
vying to become president. 
'There is no way the presi¬ 
dent can ever recover his 
credibility, his legitimacy," 
Boulostold AP, adding that 
his goals if elected include 
the redistribution of wealth 
and a greater investment 
in agriculture. 

Opposition leaders have 
created a nine-person 
commission they say would 
be responsible for oversee¬ 
ing an orderly transition of 
power and help choose 
Haiti's next leader, not¬ 
ing that the constitution 
calls for the head of the 
Supreme Court, who was 
appointed by MoTse earlier 
this year, to take over if a 
president resigns. 

The leaders also have re¬ 
jected any suggestion of 
dialogue, saying they want 
MoTse to step down imme¬ 
diately. 


In her first public comments 
on Haiti's current situation, 
U.S. Ambassador Michele 
Sison told the AP that the 
country needs a function¬ 
ing government that can 
address people's pressing 
needs. She urged all elect¬ 
ed leaders, including Haiti's 
president, senators and 
deputies, to work together 
to identify and agree on a 
peaceful way forward. 
"We're urging the various 
stakeholders to enter into 
dialogue in good faith, a 
dialogue launched and 
led by Ha itia ns," she sa id. 
MoTse also called for dia¬ 
logue and unity nearly two 
weeks ago during a tele¬ 
vised speech broadcast 
at 2 a.m., further angering 
Haitians. He hasn't spo¬ 
ken in public yet and only 
briefly appeared in front of 
a business called Nick's Ex¬ 
terminating last Thursday to 
shake hands with a hand¬ 
ful of vendors in the capital 
of Port-au-Prince before his 
convoy sped away. 

As protesters continue to 
clash with police, set up 
barricades and march 
through parts of Port-au- 
Prince and elsewhere in 
Haiti, many Haitians say 
they a re eagerto welcome 
a new leader but they also 
warn that they will keep an 
eye on them. 

'They don't work for those 
who are weakest,"said pro¬ 
tester and activist Claude 
Toussaint. 

Many demonstrators, such 
as entrepreneur Pasceus 
J uvensky St. Fleur, say the 
protestsare not only about 
replacing a president, but 
changing a system that 
they sa y ma rg ina lizes ma ny 
in a country of nearly 11 
million people where 60% 
makes less than $2 a day 
a nd 25% ma ke less tha n $1 
a day. 

St. Fleur tapped on a wom 
copy of Haiti's constitu¬ 
tion as he said that Article 
35 guarantees freedom to 
work and that only all Hai¬ 
tians together can bring 
about change. 

"It's not one person, it's not 
one regime, it's not a presi¬ 
dent, it'snotthe opposition, 
it's not the bourgeoisie, but 
it's us who should do it," he 
said. 'We dream of, and 
we want, a better Haiti.

rine Research reported ten 
leef-associated shark spe¬ 
cies in the Dutch Caribbean 
in a recent published study 
aspaitof Dutch Caribbean 
Nature Alliance (DCNA)'s 
Save Our Sharks FYoject 
The most common species 
are the nurse shark and 
the Caribbean reef shaik. 
Overall, more sharks were 
observed in conservation 
areas than in unprotected 
areas, highlighting the im¬ 
portance of these zones in 
shaik conservation. 

More than 100 million sharks 
are killed each year as a 
result of fishing and shark 
finning activities, twice the 
rate at which they can re¬ 
produce. The demand for 
fins and other shark prod¬ 
ucts has driven a number 
of species close to extinc¬ 
tion. Sharks are especially 
vulnerable to overfishing 
and habitat degradation 
as they are late to mature 
and produce few young. 
The main threats to sharks 
in our waters are acciden¬ 
tal bycatch, habitat deg¬ 


radation and the risk of a 
shark fin market develop¬ 
ing, which would lead to 
targeted fishing of sharks 

We need healthy oceans 
and healthy oceans need 
sharks 

Sharks keep our oceans 
healthy. These top preda¬ 
tors remove sick or weak 
members of their prey 
populations A decrease 
in number of sharks leads 
to a disturbed natural bal¬ 
ance in the sea. This can 
affectthe overall fish popu¬ 
lation, and good fish stocks 
are not only important for 
fishermen that depend on 
fishing but also for (dive) 
tourism and the local com¬ 
munity. 

Respect; not fear, sharks 

Sharks are some of the 
most misunderstood spe¬ 
cies For generations sharks 
had an undeserved bad 
reputation. People tend to 
see them as terrifying ani¬ 
mals that pose a danger 
to everything that swims in 
the ocean, including hu¬ 
mans. But we now know 
that is very far from the 


truth; these magnificent 
creatures are essential to 
healthy oceans and risks to 
humans a re small. 

DCNA’s Save Our Sharks 
Project 

There is a lack of knowl¬ 
edge concerning the dis¬ 
tribution and abundance 
of shark and ray species 
throughout the Dutch Ca¬ 
ribbean. To combat this 
knowledge gap, from 2015- 
2018, DCNA ran the "Save 
our Sharks" (SOS) project 
for the Dutch Caribbean, 
funded by the Dutch Post¬ 
code Lottery. In this project 
DCNA collaborated with lo- 
c a I fishe rmanandscie ntists 
and aimed to build popu¬ 
lar support for shark and 
ray conservation amongst 
the local community, as 
well as increasing knowl¬ 
edge about shark and ray 
species within the region 
by conducting a number 
of research projects. 

Shark Research 

A recently published study 
by Wageningen Marine Re¬ 
search as part of DCNA's 
SOS Project established a 


baseline for current shark 
diversity, distribution, abun¬ 
dance, spatial behaviour 
and population structure 
for inshore reefs a round the 
Dutch Caribbean islands 

There were two methods 
used by the researchers to 
study sharks. One method 
used Baited Remote Under¬ 
water Video (BRUV) which 
used a device consisting 
of two cameras set in front 
of a baited feed bag. The 
idea is that as sharks come 
near the bait bag to feed, 
video footage can be 
collected to identify and 
count local shark popula¬ 
tions The other method 
was acoustic telemetry to 
tra c k sha rks. In this method, 
a small acoustic tracking 
device is implanted within 
the shark. Acoustic receiv¬ 
ers are installed at specific 
locations, and whenever 
sharks with these transmit¬ 
ters travel nearthe receiver 
(within a range of 450 to 
850 metres) they are re¬ 
corded. 

The first studies using BRUV 


were conducted on Saba, 
Saba Bank and St. Eustatius 
to better understand the 
local population of sharks 
and rays and their relative 
abundances, and were 
funded by the Dutch Gov¬ 
ernment. Starting in 2015, 
as part of the SOS project, 
additional studies were 
conducted to include the 
watersaround Bonaire, Cu¬ 
rasao and Sint Maarten. 
In 2017 a BRUV survey was 
done at Aruba, financed 
by Global Finprint. 

In addition, as part of the 
SOS project, acoustic te¬ 
lemetry was also used to 
better understand the 
movements of sharks, 
habitat use, migration and 
connectivity between is¬ 
lands The telemetry study 
tracked two shark species, 
Caribbean reef shark (Car- 
charhinusperezi) and nurse 
shark (Ginglymostoma cir- 
ratum) around Saba (from 

2014) and then around 
Saba Bank, Sint Maarten 
and Sint Eustatius (from 

2015) .

Findings 

In BRUVs deployed around 
Sint Maarten, Curagao and 
Bonaire the most common 
detected shark species 
were Caribbean reef shark, 
with Sint Maarten also fre¬ 
quently showing nurse 
sharks. Overall, more sharks 
were observed in marine 
parks or areas of conserva¬ 
tion than in unprotected 
areas, highlighting the im¬ 
portance of these zones in 
shark conservation. Further¬ 
more, when comparing 
the BRUV surveys from Sint 
Maarten, Curagao and Bo¬ 
naire to previous BRUV stud¬ 
ies from Aruba, Saba, Sint 
Eustatiusand Saba Bank, it 
showed that the Aruba sur¬ 
vey had the largest shark 
diversity (8 species) and 
the Bonaire survey the low¬ 
est (2 species). The Saba 
survey documented 5 shark 
species, Saba bank had 
4 shark species with Cura- 
gao, Sint Eustatiusand Snt 
Maarten each registering 3 
shark species. There wasan 
additional BRUV submarine 
test at 300 metres deep off 


Curagao which found an 
additional shark species 
(Cuban dogfish). In total, 
at least 10 shark species 
were seen within the Dutch 
Caribbean in the different 
BRUV surveys 

The acoustic telemetry stud¬ 
ies demonstrated that both 
the Caribbean reef shark 
and nurse shark have small 
home ranges and strong 
site fidelity. Large crossings 
between areas were rare, 
and found for two Carib¬ 
bean reef sharks and one 
nurse shark which travelled 
between Saba and Saba 
bank. "The two Caribbean 
reef sharks made short di¬ 
rected journeys back and 
forth, whereas the nurse 
shark after two years ab¬ 
sence showed up at the 
Saba Bank before returning 
to Saba. One nurse shark 
from another study on the 
US Virgin Islands was de¬ 
tected in the network on 
the Saba Bank, a distance 
of at least 160 kilometres. 

Importance of Protected 
Areas 

Both the BRUV and acous¬ 


tic telemetry studies 
showed higherpresence of 
reef associated sharks with¬ 
in the conservation zones, 
along with high site fidel¬ 
ity and small home ranges. 
Furthermore, as some lon¬ 
ger distance movements 
were also documented, 
interconnectivity between 


these areas is just begin¬ 
ning to be understood. The 
ongoing study on acous¬ 
tic telemetry (funded by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Nature and Food Quality 
(LNV)) will yield more data 
on this. Therefore, not only 
are local marine parks cru¬ 
cial for the conservation 


efforts of sharks and rays, 
but larger conservation 
networks, such asthe Yarari 
Marine Mammal and Shark 
Sanctuary which com¬ 
promises all the waters of 
Bonaire, Saba and Sint Eu- 
statius, are vital to protect

SHANGHAI (AP) — Rog¬ 
er Federer saved five set 
points in the first set as he 
scrambled to a 7-6 (7), 6-4 
win over 13th-seeded Da¬ 
vid Goffin on Ihursday and 
advanced to the Shanghai 
M a ste rs q ua rte rfina Is. 
Second-seeded Federer 
holdsa 10-1 winning record 
against Goffin, including 
all three matches they've 
played this year. 

Despite the outcome, Fe¬ 
derer didn't feel in control 
of their Round-of-16 game. 
"I never really felt like I had 
the upper hand over Da¬ 
vid today," Federer said. "I 
thought he took really a lot 
of good decisions, and he 
was super fast on his feet 
today, which I think made 
it really hard for me to get 
myfreebiesand winnersoff 
the baseline." 

Federer will play fifth-seed¬ 
ed Alexander Zverev of 
Germany on Friday in the 
quarterfinals. 

Z/erev beat And rey Rublev 
of Russia 6-0, 7-6 (4) in the 
last match of the night. 
The German served for the 
match at 5-3 in the sec¬ 
ond set, but couldn't nail 
down the victory until the 
tiebreaker. Earlier, John Is- 
ner served his 1,000th ace 
of the season but it wasn't 
enough to stop defending 
champion Novak Djokovic 
from advancing with a 7-5, 


6-3 win. Isne^s nine aces 
against Djokovic took him 
to 1,007forthe year. 
Top-seeded Djokovic is on 
a 24-0 sets winning streak 
in Asia dating back to last 
year's Shanghai Masters. 
He won his inaugural ap¬ 
pearance at the Japan 
Open last week without los¬ 
ing a set. 

"It's always a big chal¬ 
lenge returning the serve," 
Djokovic said. "He'sgotone 
of the biggest serves of all 
time." 

Djokovic will play sixth- 
seeded Stefa nos Tsitsipas 
of Greece in the quarterfi¬ 
nals. Tsitsipas defeated Hu¬ 
bert Hurkacz of Poland 7-5, 
3-6, 7-6 (5).v 

Third-seeded Daniil Medve¬ 
dev continued his quest to 
reach a sixth consecutive 
ATP tour final after beating 
Canadian qualifier Vasek 
Pospisil 7-6(7), 7-5. 
Medvedev's frustration got 
the better of him when 
Pospisil led 4-2, 40-30 in the 
first set, which led to him 
smashing his racket repeat¬ 
edly into the ground at the 
baseline. 

"I usually don't like to do it, 
to break the rackets, be¬ 
cause it's never beautiful," 
Medvedev said. "But it's 
true that sometimes it may¬ 
be can help to get some 
emotions out and get also 
the stress out.

Northern Ireland bid to 
stifle De J ong falls short 


ROTTERDAM, Netherlands 
(AP) — Northern Ireland 
defender Paddy McNair 
snapped at the heels of 
Netherlands midfielder 
Frenkie de Jong for 93 
minutes. It still wasn't quite 
enough. 

Deep in stoppage time, De 
Jong sprinted past an ex¬ 
hausted McNair and into 
the heart of the Northern 
Ireland defense before lay¬ 
ing offa perfectly weighted 
pass for Memphis Depay to 
score his second goal in 15 
minutes and seal a 3-1 win 
forthe Dutch in Thursday's 
European Championship 
qualifier. 

It was a trademark De 
J ong move - gathering the 
ball while going forward 
at pace, looking around 
to assess where his fellow 
orange-clad players were 
and finding one of them 
with pin-point accuracy. 
The victory to ok the Nether¬ 
lands, which did not qualify 
forthe last two major tour¬ 
naments, to top of qualify¬ 
ing Group C. 

De Jong, the 22-year-old 
Barcelona midfielder who 
only made his international 
debut just overa yearago, 
has been at the heart of 
the resurgence of Ronald 


Koeman'steam. 

It was a measure of the re¬ 
spect Northern Ireland had 
for De Jong that coach 
Michael O'Neill effectively 
posted McNair in his for¬ 
ward line just to shadow 
the rising sta r. 

"Very much ourgame plan 
centered around trying 
to keep De Jong quiet," 
O'Neill said. 

The tactic of stifling the Bar¬ 
celona midfielder almost 
worked to perfection as 
Northern Ireland frustrated 
the Dutch for most of the 
night at De Kuip stadium 
and even took an unex¬ 
pected lead when substi¬ 
tute Josh Magennis head¬ 
ed in at the far post in the 
75th minute. 

After Depay had equal¬ 
ized, it was De Jong who 
quickly placed the ball 
back on the center spot 
and urged his team to get 
a move on in the hunt fora 
winner. 

DeJ ong arrived atBarcelo- 
na this season on a 75-mil- 
lion euro transfer follow¬ 
ing a standout year with 
Ajax, when his vision and 
pinpoint accurate pass¬ 
ing from midfield helped 
lead the Amsterdam pow¬ 
erhouse to the Champi¬ 


ons League semifinal and 
Dutch league title. 

He is already making his 
mark in a midfield atCamp 
Nou long bossed by Sergio 
Busquets, the veteran with 
more than 540 Barcelona 
appearancesto his name. 
In an indication of a chang¬ 
ing of the guard, De J ong 
was in Barcelona's starting 
lineup asholding midfielder 
and 31-year-old Busquets 
began on the bench forthe 
4-0 thrashing of Sevilla on 
Sunday, a switch allowed 
coach Ernesto Valverde to 
start Arturo Vidal in a more 
attacking midfield position. 
Speaking ahead of Thurs¬ 
day's match, De J ong said 
he isn't doing anything radi¬ 
cally different at his new 
club. 'You play with differ¬ 
ent players, get into certain 
situations more often - that 
makes you better and, of 
course, you leam from it, 
that seems logical to me," 
he told Dutch daily Alge- 
meen Dagblad.

STUTTGART, Germany (AP) 

— "There was only one way 
for Simone Biles to finish 
off yet another dominant 
world championship per¬ 
formance. She dropped 
the mic. 

Biles marked her fifth all- 
around world title by end¬ 
ing her floor routine with a 
mic-drop gesture — a nod 
to her social-media fol¬ 
lowing. Biles said the idea 
came from Twitter, and it 
was certainly fitting on a 
day when no rival came 
close. 

"It wasn't my best routine 
but we just thought itwould 
be fun,"she said. 

It may not have been her 
best, but the routine still 
earned her the highest 
floorscore of the day. One 
of the few blemishes was 
skidding out of bounds on 
the landing of a triple-dou¬ 
ble, a skill no other female 
gymnast performs. 

Biles' fifth world all-around 
title, two more than any 
other female gymnast has 
ever managed, was won 
by a full 2.1 points. "The mar¬ 
gin of victory was bigger 
than any of her four previ¬ 
ous victories at worlds and 
matched her2016Olympic 
win. 

With another Olympic 
Games less than a year 
away, Biles feels on top of 
the world. 

"I feel like right now actually 
I'm pretty confident in my 
gymnastic sand myself and 
the performances I put out 
there, so I feel like I'm prob¬ 
ably more confident going 
in today than I was at the 
Olympics,"she said. 

Biles' score of 58.999 was 
farout of reach forChina's 
Tang Xijing, a late stand- 
in for a teammate who 
ended up in second after 
other medal contenders 
stumbled. Angelina Mel¬ 
nikova of Russia was third 
on 56.399. 

Biles now has a total 22 
world championship med¬ 
als across all events, the 
most by any woman and 
one shy of Belarusian Vitaly 
Scherbo's men's record. 
Biles' victory makes it seven 
wins in a row for the United 
States in the women's all- 
around, matching the So¬ 


viet Union's record streak at 
world championships in the 
1970s and 1980s 
Tang wasn't even meant 
to be competing "Thursday 
but became China's first 
all-around medalist in eight 
years She'd qualified third- 
best of China's gymnasts, 
with only two per country 
allowed in the final. How¬ 
ever, Tang was drafted in 
to replace teammate Uu 
Tlngting, who fell on two 
routines in Tuesday's team 
final. 

Tang said she didn't know 
she was contending for a 
medal until after finishing 
her final routine. 

"I hoped to do what I'm like 
in training, and didn't really 
think too much about the 
results," she said through 
a translator. "I didn't even 
watch the results myself, so 


it wasreally surprising." 
Bronze medalist Melnikova 
said she was "really happy" 
with making the podium 
after missing out last year 
by 0.034 points It was her 
first medal in an individual 
event after team silver at 
the 2016 Olympic sand the 
last two world champion¬ 
ships. 

Biles' U.S. teammate Sunisa 
Lee placed second in qual¬ 
ifying, but her hopes of a 
medal were dashed when 
she came off the uneven 
bars. She finished eighth. 

"I feel like I kind of let the 
nerves get to me a little bit, 
but it's aII part of the learn¬ 
ing experience," Lee said. 
'There's going to be a lot 
more meets to come be¬ 
fore the Olympics, so hope¬ 
fully I can kind of get myself 
back together for that."

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Howie 
Kendrick and the Wash¬ 
ington Nationals got down 
again but were never out 
— and they finally ended 
their streak of playoff series 
futility in grand fashion. 
Kendrick hit a tiebreaking 
grand slam in the 10th in¬ 
ning and the Nationals, 
boosted by a lightning 
rally against Clayton Ker¬ 
shaw, beatthe LosAngeles 
Dodgers 7-3 Wednesday 
night in Game 5. "They ad¬ 
vanced to the NLChampi- 
onship Series starting Friday 
at St. Louis. 

"I was hoping for any mo¬ 
ment," said Kendrick, a 
36-year-old veteran who 
was hitless in his first four a t- 
bats. 

In theirfirstseason since star 
slugger Bryce Harper left as 
a free agent, the Nation¬ 
als became the first team 
in major league history to 
rally from three ormore runs 
down twice in elimination 
games during the same 
postseason. 

"It's not just one player, it's a 
team," left fie Id erj uan Soto 
said. 

Ihe wild-card Nation¬ 
als won a playoff series 
for the first time since the 
team moved to Wash¬ 
ington ahead of the 2005 
season, and the franchise 
reached the NLCS for the 
second time in 51 seasons 
The Nationals overcame 
a 19-31 start, finished OS- 
GO and then rallied from a 
3-1, eighth-inning deficit to 
beat Milwaukee 4-3 in the 
NLwild-card game. 

Then they bounced back 
from down 2-1 in the series 
against the Dodgers, who 
seta team record with 106 
regular-season wins. 

'Oh, man, keep fighting," 
Anthony Rendon said. "I 
thinkthat'sthe story of may¬ 
be this organization." 
Rendon and Soto homered 
on consecutive pitches 
to overcome a 3-1 defi¬ 
cit in the eighth against 
Kershaw, a three-time Cy 
Young Award winner. Soto 
had started the comeback 
from a 3-0 hole with an RBI 
single in the sixth off starter 
WalkerBuehlerand then hit 
a 449-foot drive halfway up 
the right-field pavilion off 


Kershaw, the longest home 
run of the 20-year-old's big 
league career. 

Adam Eaton walked 
against Joe Kelly lead¬ 
ing off the 10th, Rendon 
doubled on a drive that 
lodged in the left-field wall 
and Soto was intentionally 
walked. 

Kendrick was 4 for 19 with 
one RBI in the series and 
had made a pair of errors 
at first base in the Game 1 
loss. He fouled off a pitch 
and then hit a 97 mph fast¬ 
ball over the wall in dead 
center for his second ca¬ 
reer slam. "The other was a 
game-ending, llth-inning 
drive against San Francisco 
in August 2017. Cody Bell- 
ingerchased the baIIaIIthe 
way to the wall, putting his 
arms up against the fence 
ashe ran outof room. 

"It was electric. Probably 
the best moment of my 
career," said Kendrick, a 
14-yearbig league veteran 


who played for the Dodg- 
ersand LosAngelesAngels 
'We never gave up. The 
c ity ha d fa ith in us. The fa ns 
had faith in us. We believed 
in ourselves, everybody 
came through forus." 
Dodgers fans started exit¬ 
ing as the bases emptied, 
realizing their team's streak 
of NLCS appearances 
would not reach four. 

"I'm looking in the crowd," 
Rendon said. "I'm enjoying 
it." 

The seven-time defending 
NL West champion Dodg¬ 
ers remain without a World 
Series title since 1988. 
"Disappointing is probably 
an understatement," man- 
agerDave Roberts said. 
Daniel Hudson got the win, 
retiring Will Smith on a drive 
to the right field warning 
track with one on and one 
out in the ninth, then get¬ 
ting Chris Taylor on a liner 
to center. 

Sean Doolittle pitched a 


perfect 10th for Washing¬ 
ton, with center fielder Mi¬ 
chael A. Taylor making a 
diving catch on J ustin Turn¬ 
er for the final out. 

The Nationals/Montreal Ex¬ 
pos franchise won a post¬ 
season series for only the 
second time, the first since 
the Expos beat Philadel¬ 
phia in a 1981 Division Series 
caused by the midseason 
players' strike only to lose to 
the Dodgers in the NLCS. 
"I'm really excited for the 
boys in that clubhouse that 
fought all year," Nationals 
manager Dave Martinez 
said. 

Kershaw sat on the bench 
after the home runs, look¬ 
ing forlorn, bowing his head 
and holding it in his hands. 
He has a 4.43 ERA in 32 
postseason appearances, 
nearly double his superb 
2.44 ERA over a dozen reg- 
ularseasons. 

"Everything people say is 
true right now about the 


postseason,"Kershaw said. 
The left-hander had re¬ 
placed Buehler with two 
on a nd two outs in the sev¬ 
enth, and struck out Eaton 
on three pitches. Roberts 
didn't second-hesitate to 
stay with Kershaw in the 
eig hth. 

"He's probably the best 
pitcher of our generation," 
Roberts said. "It just didn't 
work out. There's always 
going to be second-guess¬ 
ing. I'll take my chances 
any day on Clayton." 
Washington's Stephen 
Strasburg fell behind 2-0 
after eight pitches. Joe 
Pederson doubled on a 
drive that went through an 
opening in the left-field wall 
— the crowd saw it land in 
the seats and thought it 
was a home run — but he 
was awarded the double 
after a video review. Max 
Muncy, who had been Ofor 
12 against Strasburg, drove 
a fastball over the center- 
field wall. 

Kike Hernandez homered 
on Strasbung'ssecond pitch 
of the second inning, an- 
otherfastball,fora 3-0lead. 
Strasburg gave up three 
runs and six hits in six in¬ 
nings, struck out seven and 
walked one. 

Buehler allowed one run 
and four hits in 6 2/3 innings 
before Kershaw came in. 
There was a scary moment 
when Buehler hit Kurt Suzu¬ 
ki on the left wrist and the 
ball shot up and knocked 
off his helmet as the ball¬ 
park went silent. Suzuki fell 
to the ground, grabbing his 
face. He walked off his un- 
derhisown powerand was 
replaced by Yan Gomes, 
who moved behind the 
plate in the bottom half.

ATLANTA (AP) — The St. 

Louis Cardinals turned the 
diamond into a giant pin¬ 
ball machine, dinging hits 
all over SunTrust Pa rk. 

By the time the Atlanta 
Braves finally got the third 
out, it was the most pro¬ 
ductive first inning in post¬ 
season history. 

The Cardinals scored 10 
runs their first time up and 
dealt Atlanta another play¬ 
off heartbreak, routing 
the Braves 13-1 in decisive 
Game 5 of the NL Division 
Serieson Wednesday. 

'That was crazy," said Mar¬ 
cell Ozuna, one of five play¬ 
ers who batted twice in the 
stunning outburst. 'We got 
a good opportunity — and 
we took it." 

Before many fans had 
reached their seats, the 
Cardinals were already 
booking plans for the NL 
Championship Series, 
where they will face Wash¬ 
ington in a best-of-seven 
set beginning Friday at 
Busch Stadium. The wild¬ 
card Nationals knocked 
off the favored Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers 7-3 in theirown 
Game 5, getting a grand 
slam from Howie Kendrick 
in the 10th inning. 

It will be St. Louis' first NLCS 
trip since 2014. 

'We know we can beat 
anyone at this point," Kol- 
ten Wong said. 

Fo rthe Bra ves, it mig ht ta ke 
a while to get over this de¬ 
bacle. 

After pitching seven score¬ 
less innings in a Game 2 
win, Mike Foltynewicz re¬ 
tired only one hitter be¬ 
fore getting yanked. First 
baseman Freddie Freeman 
booted a potential double¬ 
play ball that might have 
limited the damage. The 
Cardinals scored their final 
run of the inning on a strike¬ 
out — a wild pitch in the 
dirtthatskipped awayfrom 
catcherBrian McCann.

It wa s Atla nta's 10th stra ig ht 
postseason round loss since 
its last victory 18 long years 
ago, tying the ignominious 


mark set by the Chicago 
Cubs between 1908 and 
2003. 

Carrying on the tradition 
that started at Atla nta - 
Fulton County Stadium, 
moved on to Turner Field 
and is now becoming an 
annual occurrence at Sun¬ 
Trust Park, it was a visiting 
team that got to celebrate 
in the A-T-L. 

The Cardinals broke out T- 
shirts and caps, hopped 
around in the middle of the 
infield and gathered on the 
pitcher's mound fora team 
portrait with the centerfield 
video board looming as a 
backdrop. 

Forthe 13th time in 21 post¬ 
season appearances since 
moving to Atlanta, the 
Braves finished the year 
with a loss on their home 
field. 

"It was more of a shock 
than anything," said Josh 
Donaldson, whose homer 
provided the lone Atlan¬ 
ta run. 'You don't expect 
something like that to hap¬ 
pen, especially with how 
well we played all season." 
The Cardinals batted 
around and got more than 
halfway through theirorder 
a second time before the 
Braves even came to the 
plate. 

Tommy Ed man, Dexter 
Fowler and Wong all had 
two-run doubles as St. 
Louis equaled the highest- 
scoring inning in postsea¬ 
son history, a record set by 
the Philadelphia Athletics 
against the Chicago Cubs 
in the 1929 World Series It 
was matched by the De¬ 
troit Tigers (1968 World Se¬ 
ries vs St. Louis), the Ana¬ 
heim Angels (2002 ALCSvs. 
Minnesota) and, now, the 
C a rd ina Is. 

No team had ever scored 
10 runs in the very first inning 
of a postseason game. It 
was the first time the Braves 
franchise has allowed that 
many opening-inning runs 
in any game since they 
were in Boston on July 2, 
1925, against the Brooklyn 
Robins. 

The Cardinals made sev¬ 
eral changes after their 


10-spot in what might've 
been the first set of defen¬ 
sive movesevermade bya 
team before its opponent 
had batted. There was no 
need to worry about any 
more offense with budding 
ace Jack Flaherty on the 
mound, coming off one of 
the greatsecond halvesby 
a starting pitcher in base¬ 
ball history. 

'We took the crowd out of 
it," Fowler said. 'We knew 
Folty would try to getahead 
of us We were trying to get 
some good pitches to hit. It 
was a little easierto see the 
ball today." 

Manager Mike Shildt let the 
23-year-old Flaherty throw 
104 pitches over six innings, 
surrendering fourhitsforthe 
first postseason win of his 
blossoming career. Flaherty 
loaded the basesin the fifth 
after drilling Ronald Acuna 
Jr. with a fastball, but in¬ 
duced an inning-ending 
groundoutfrom Freeman. 
This one, though, will long 
be remembered for what 
happened before Flaherty 
even took the mound.

It was the latest salvo in 
the rift between the league 
and China stemming from 
a since-deleted tweet 
posted last week by Money, 
the general manager of 
the Houston Rockets.

DAVIE, Ha. (AP) — Players 
who have outscored the 
Miami Dolphins this year 
range from A to 2, a com¬ 
mentary on a team with no 
O. 

Nelson Agholor and 49 
other players have more 
touchdowns than the Dol¬ 
phins; Greg Zuerlein and 34 
other players have more 
points. Of the 403 IDs in the 
NFL this season, the Dol¬ 
phins have two. 

All of which underscores, 
shall we say, the ineptitude 
of their offense. 

And theirdefense might be 
worse. In four games Mia mi 
ha sallowed 163 points; the 
1973 Super Bowl champion 
Dolphins allowed 150 in an 
entire 14-game season. 
Give the 2019 Dolphins this: 
They're balanced. It's hand 
to say which unit is the big¬ 
gest culprit in the team's 
historically bad start. 

'There are a lot of things 
we need to do a better 
job on," rookie coach Bri¬ 
an Flores says. 'There are 
a lot of places where we 
can improve just the basic 
fundamentals — tackling, 
catching the ball, blocking, 
communication." 

The Dolphins are 0-4 be¬ 
cause they've been out- 
scored 163-26, the worst 
point differential through 
four games since at least 
1940, and it has been a 


team effort. 

They're on pace to give up 
652 points, which would 
shatter the record of 533 
allowed by the 1981 Bal¬ 
timore Colts They're on 
pace to score 104 points, 
well under the record low 
fora 16-game season set in 
1992 when the Seattle Se- 
a hawks totaled 140. 

Such awfulness might be 
tough to sustain Sunday, 
when Miami faces the 
equally winless Washington 
Redskins. But Flores isn't ex¬ 
actly talking up his team's 
chances 

"Look, this is the National 
Football League," he says. 
"Every team poses prob¬ 
lems and issues, and every 
game is tough." 

That's especially true for Mi¬ 
ami, which is so bad that 
Washington (0-5) is favored 
forthe first time this season. 
On offense, the Dolphins 
have showed theycanstop 
themselves both on the 
ground and through the 
air. They have yet to score 
a rushing touchdown, and 
their longest run has been 
11 yards. Fifteen NFL quar¬ 
terbacks and five receivers 
have longer runs. 

When Miami tries to throw, 
Josh Rosen ranks 34th in 
the league in passerrating, 
completion percentage 
and touchdown passes, 
even though there are only 
32 teams

Dolphins gave up a fran¬ 
chise-record 6,257 yards 
This year they're on pace 
to allow 7,552, which would 
be a league record. Op¬ 
ponents are converting 58 
percent of theirthird downs 
and have a passer rating 
of 137.6, higher than the 
rating by any NFL quarter¬ 
back. 

In short, no otherteam has 
so many ways to get beat. 
It's the opposite of what Mi¬ 
ami's offense and defense 
strive for. 

'We preach all the time 
that like we have to pick 
each other up, we have 
to play as a team," Rosen 


says. 'When the offense is 
in rhythm and the defense 
is getting three-and-outs, 
you can kind of keep that 
rhythm going. They always 
play into each other."

Boxer Errol Spence seriously

DALLAS (AP) — Welter¬ 
weight boxing champion 
Errol Spence crashed a 
speeding Ferrari in Dallas 
early Thursday and was 
badly injured but isexpect- 
ed to survive, police said. 
The crash happened just 
before 3 am, when Spen¬ 
ce's Ferrari crossed a me¬ 
dian into oncoming traffic 
and flipped over several 
times, ejecting Spence, 
who wasn't wearing a seat- 
belt, police said. Spence 
was taken to a hospital 
and placed in the intensive 
care unit. 

"Spence is awake and re¬ 
sponding and his condi¬ 


tion is listed as stable. He 
did not sustain any broken 
bones or fractures but has 
some facial lacerations. He 
is expected to make a full 
recovery,"the Spence fam¬ 
ily said in a statement Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

Police said they're still inves¬ 
tigating the cause of the 
crash, but they noted that 
the Ferrari was speeding at 
the time. 

Last month, the 2012 U.S. 
Olympian added the WBC 
welterweight title to his IBF 
strap with a thrilling split-de¬ 
cision victory over Shawn 
Porter in Los Angeles. 

With his rangy athleticism 


and virtuosic skill, Spence, 
who is 26-0 with 21 knock¬ 
outs, hascaptured fa ns with 
a series of crisp victories in 
recent years. He won the 
IBF title in 2017 by stopping 
Kell Brook in England, and 
he defended it three times, 
culminating in a one-sided 
thrashing of undersized 
Mikey Garcia in March. 
Spence, 29, emerged vic¬ 
torious from his bout with 
the veteran brawler Porter 
(30-3-1), which featured 
several wild exchanges 
and had the StaplesCenter 
crowd of 16,702 on its feet 
throughout the 12th round 
and roaring for both fight¬ 


ers when they embraced 
afterthe final bell.

EU police: Cybercrime threats 
now focus on profits, data

The United States is black¬ 
listing a group of Chinese 
tech companies that de¬ 
velop facial recognition 
and other artificial intelli¬ 
gence technology that the 
U.S. says is being used to re¬

A move Monday by the 
U.S. Commerce Depart¬ 
ment puts the companies 
on a so-called Entity Ustfor 
acting contrary to Ameri¬ 
can foreign policy interests 
Ihe blacklist effectively 
bars U.S. firms from selling 
technology to the Chinese 
companies without gov¬ 
ernment approval. 
Commerce Secretary Wil¬ 
bur Ross said in a written 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Cybercriminals are 
using new technology and 
exploiting existing online 
vulnerabilities as they shift 
their focus to larger and 
more profitable targets, 
the European Union's po¬ 
lice agency said in a report 
published Wednesday. 
Europol said in its annual 
Internet Organized Crime 
Threat Assessment report 
that since digital data is a 
key target "data security 
and consumer awareness 
are paramount for organi¬ 
zations." 

'While we must look ahead 
to anticipate what chal¬ 
lenges new technologies, 
legislation, and criminal 
innovation may bring, we 
must not forget to look be¬ 
hind us," Europol Executive 
Director Catherine De Bolle 
said. "'New' threats contin¬ 
ue to emerge from vulner¬ 
abilities in established pro- 
cessesand technologies." 
The report, which is intend¬ 
ed to give police and pol¬ 
icy makers an overview of 
cybercrime trends, also re¬ 
ferred to what the authors 
called "data overload" in 
efforts to counteronline im- 
agesof child sexual abuse. 
Improvements in "deep 
fake" technology that can 
make it appear as if some¬ 


one is saying something or 
acting in a way they aren't 
also "could be of concern 
for online child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation," according to 
the report. 

Enhanced cooperation 
between law enforcement 
agencies, computer secu¬ 
rity tea ms a nd others is the 
key to tackling major cy- 
berattacks, the report said. 
While the number of cy¬ 
berattacks is declining, 
perpetrators are concen¬ 
trating on "more profitable 
targets and greater eco¬ 
nomic damage,"the report 
warned. 

Ransomware remains the 
top threat, it said. 


International police organi¬ 
zation Interpol also warned 
Wednesday of an increas¬ 
ingly practiced form of cy¬ 
bercrime. 

Interpol launched a pub¬ 
lic awareness campaign 
focused on scams known 
as "business email compro¬ 
mise," or BEC, in which em¬ 
ployees receive requests 
for money in emails pur¬ 
portedly sent from within 
theirown companies. 

'With more than $1 billion 
lost to BEC fraud last year 
alone, this relatively un¬ 
known crime is fa st becom¬ 
ing a global phenomenon," 
said Craig Jones, Interpol's 
director of cybercrimeO

Geng Shuang, a Chinese 
foreign ministry spokesman, 
said the U.S. has no right 
to interfere in Xinjiang's in¬ 
ternal affairs and denied 
there are human rights is- 
suesin the region.

Ihe written account of the 
meeting released Thurs¬ 
day backed up recent 
evidence of an unusual 
amount of opposition to a 
key decision at the Sept. 
12 meeting — divisions that 
could be a challenge for 
incoming ECB head Chris¬ 
tine Lagarde. 

The account says that "all 
members" agreed on the 
need for some kind of ad¬ 
ditional stimulus for the 
19-country eurozone econ¬ 
omy. 

But "a number of members 
assessed the case for re¬ 
newed asset purchases as 
not sufficiently strong," ac¬ 
cording to the account. 

The dissident members 
were quoted assaying that 
bond purchases would 
either be ineffective or 
should be held back as a 
last resort. 


The 25-member governing 
council in the end decided 
by "clear majority" to start 
20 billion euros ($22 billion) 
in purchases a month and 
to cut a key interest bench¬ 
mark, the rate on deposits 
the ECB takes from com¬ 
mercial banks, to minus 
0.5% from minus 0.4% The 
bank also said it would 


keep rates low indefinitely 
until inflation isclearly com¬ 
ing back in line with the 
bank's goal of just under 
2% 

Some members pushed for 
a different wording forthe 
interest rate promise or for 
an even bigger rate cut 
but without the bond pur¬ 
chases. Others opposed 


any rate cut. 

The export-focused euro¬ 
zone economy is suffering 
a drop in growth due to the 
trade dispute between the 
U.S. and China, among oth¬ 
er things. Yet with market 
interest rates already very 
low after years of central 
bank stimulus efforts, a de¬ 
bate has broken out about 


how much difference an¬ 
other blast of monetary 
support will make. Many 
bonds issued by eurozone 
governments, for instance, 
trade at negative interest 
yields 

Several ECB council mem¬ 
bers have publicly ex¬ 
pressed disagreement with 
the extent of the stimulus 
package backed by Presi¬ 
dent Mario Draghi.

Bank of America rose 
1.6% and led bank stocks 
higher.

Paul Stanley told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. "Since we're 
going to be in Australia, it 
gives a whole new mean¬ 
ing to doing a concert 
down under." 

The first-come, first-served 
event costs $50, which is 
half the price of Kiss tick¬ 
ets in even the worst nose¬ 
bleed seats in the last row 
at Madison Square Gar¬ 
den. Proceeds will go to 
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charity, the company said. 
Reservations can be made 
starting at 6 p.m. EDT on 
airbnb.com/KISS on Oct. 
14. 

The event will take place in 
the Indian Ocean off Port 
Lincoln, South Australia. 
Kiss will be in full makeup 
and costumes for the per¬ 
formance, which will be at 
least foursongs. 

"I'm not sure how much 
of us the sharks can take," 
Stanley said. "I'm hoping 
they know 'Rock And Roll 
All Nite.'" 

Stanley said Kiss bassist 
Gene Simmons has recov¬ 
ered after having some 
kidney stones removed 
recently, and should be 
ready to perform well be¬ 
fore the shark show.

Under the deal, all Califor¬ 
nia sales of chlorpyrifos will 
end on Feb. 6, 2020, and 
fanners will have until the 
end of 2020 to exhaust their 
supplies. 

The pesticide is used on nu- 
merouscropsinthe nation's 
largest agriculture-produc¬ 
ing state — including alfal¬ 
fa, almonds, citrus, cotton, 
grapes and walnuts. 

State regulators have 
said chlorpyrifos has been 
linked to health defects in 
children, including brain 
impairment, and to illnesses 
in otherswith compromised 
immune systems 
"For years, environmental 
justice advocates have 
fought to get the harmful 
pesticide chlorpyrifos out 
of our communities," Gov. 
Gavin Newsom, a Demo¬ 
crat, said in a statement 


after the deal was an¬ 
nounced. 

He added: 'Thanksto their 
tenacity and the work of 
countless others, this will 
now occurfasterthan origi¬ 
nally envisioned. This is a 
big win for children, work¬ 
ers and public health in 


California." 

The president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Citrus Association, 
which represents about 
5,000 growers, said in an 
interview that he believes 
the risks were not as great 
as the state made them 
out to be. 


'We really thought the ex¬ 
posure assessments and 
risks we re just inflated and it 
wasn't a true characteriza¬ 
tion of the protections that 
were already in place," 
said Casey Creamer. 
Creameradded he appre¬ 
ciated that officials have 


agreed to budget $5.6 mil¬ 
lion to help pesticide man¬ 
ufacturers develop a safer 
a Ite m a tive to c h lo rp yrifo s. 
"But just so you're aware, 
that's what agriculture 
does every day, we're al¬ 
ways looking for new prod¬ 
ucts, safer products that 
are effective,"he said. 
When California an¬ 
nounced earlier this year it 
was moving toward ban¬ 
ning the pesticide, the 
state's environmental sec¬ 
retary, Jared Blumenfeld, 
said it was doing so be¬ 
cause the federal govern¬ 
ment was allowing it to re¬ 
main on the market. 

'The swift end to the sale 
of chlorpyrifos protects vul¬ 
nerable communities by 
taking a harmful pesticide 
off the market," Blumenfeld 
said afterWednesday'san- 
nouncement. 

Blumenfeld said the agree¬ 
ment reached with chlor¬ 
pyrifos' manufacturer, Cor- 
teva Agriscience, "avoids 
a protracted legal process 
while providing a clear 
timeline forCalifomia farm¬ 
ers as we look toward de¬ 
veloping alternative pest 
management practices.'□ 


EPA proposes rewrite of rules on lead contamination in water

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Trump administration on 
Thursday proposed a re¬ 
write of rules for dealing 
with lead pipes contami¬ 
nating drinking water, but 
critics say the changes ap- 
pearto give water systems 
decades more time to re¬ 
place pipes leaching dan¬ 
gerous amounts of toxic 
lead. 

Contrary to regulatory roll¬ 
backs in many other en¬ 
vironmental areas, the 
administration has called 
dealing with lead contami¬ 
nation in drinking water a 
priority. Communities and 
families in Flint, Michigan, 
Newark, New Jersey, and 
elsewhere have had to 
grapple with high levels of 
lead in tap waterand with 
regulatory failures dealing 
with the health threat. 

Lead in drinking water has 
been linked to develop¬ 
mental delays in children 
and can damage the 


brain, red blood cells and 
kidneys. It is most often 
caused by lead service 
lines— pipes connecting a 
home to a watermain — or 
lead fixtures in a home or 
school. 

At a news conference in 
Green Bay, Wisconsin, En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency Administrator An¬ 
drew Wheeler announced 
changes that include re¬ 
quiring water systems to 
test lead levels in water 
at schools and child care 
facilities Other changes 
would require officials to 
identify the areas with the 
worst contamination and 
toughen procedures for 
sampling tap water. 

But Wheeler disappointed 
conservation groups by 
declining to lowerthe level 
of lead contamination in 
drinking water systems that 
trig gens mandatory remedi¬ 
ation. And anotherchange 
would lowerthe amount of 


lead pipe that water sys¬ 
tems have to replace each 
year once the threshold is 
hit, cutting it from 7%to 3% 
That, according to Eric 
Olson at the Natural Re¬ 
sources Defense Council 
conservation group, would 
give water utilities a bout 20 
more years to fully replace 
all the lead pipes in a con¬ 
taminated system. 
Wheelersaid a seriesof oth¬ 
er, smaller changes in the 
new proposals are expect¬ 
ed to offsetthat. Overall, he 
argued, the rule changes, if 
the White House ultimately 
adopts them, would mean 
leaking old lead pipes are 
"replaced at a much faster 
rate than ever before." 
Betsy Southerland, a senior 
EPA water official under 
the Obama administration, 
said the new proposals fail 
to boost the urgency of 
the country's rules, issued in 
1991, for cleaning up lead 
in watersystem&Q

Ihis summer in Manhat¬ 
tan, The Associated Press 
looked on as puppeteers, 
producers and show cre¬ 
ators crammed into a small 
studio in the nonprofit's 
Manhattan headquarters 
to tape some of the up¬ 
coming segments.

Will Smith is usua lly a n a sset 
fora movie. He's the kind of 
true movie star whose cha¬ 
risma can elevate even 
the most mediocre mate¬ 
rial.

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Olga Tokarczuk, Peter Handke win Nobel literature prizes

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Pol¬ 
ish novelist Olga Tokarczuk 
and Austrian author Pe¬ 
ter Ha ndke — two writers 
whose works are deeply 
intertwined in Europe's re¬ 
ligious, ethnic and social 
fault lines — won the 2018 
and 2019 Nobel Prizesforlit- 
erature on Thursday. 

The rare double announce¬ 
ment came after no litera¬ 
ture prize wasawarded last 
year due to sex-abuse al- 
legations that tarnished the 
Swedish Academy, which 
awardsthe literature prize. 
Yet if prize organizers 
hoped to get through this 
year's awards without con¬ 
troversy, they will likely be 
disappointed. 

The Swedish Academy 
called Ha ndke "one of the 
most influentia I writers in Eu- 
rope"afterWorid Warll and 
praised his work for explor¬ 
ing 'the periphery and the 
specificity of human expe¬ 
rience" with linguistic inge¬ 
nuity. 

But the 76-year-old author 
has long faced criticism 
for his vigorous defense of 
the Serbs during the 1990s 
wars that devastated the 
Balkans as Yugoslavia dis¬ 
integrated. He spoke atthe 
2006funera I of formerSerbi- 
an leader Slobodan Milos¬ 
evic, who at the time was 
facing war crimes charges, 
calling him "a rather tragic 
man." 

Handke — who once 
called for the Nobel Prize 
to be abolished — said he 
was "astonished"to receive 
the award. 

"I neverthought they would 
choose me," Handke told 
reporters outside his home 
near Paris 

"It was very courageous 
by the Swedish academy, 
this kind of decision," he 
added. 'These are good 
people." 

If Handke's victory caused 
uncomfortable ripples, the 
choice of Tokarczuk was 
welcomed by liberal-mind¬ 
ed authors and readers in 
her native Poland and be¬ 
yond. 

The 57-year-old novel¬ 
ist is one of Poland's best- 
known authors, known for 
her humanist themes and 
playful, subversive streak. 
The academy said she 


was chosen for works that 
explore the "crossing of 
boundaries as a form of 
life." 

Beginning with his first nov¬ 
el, 'The Hornets," in 1966, 
Handke made his name 
with works that combine in¬ 
trospection and a provoc¬ 
ative streak. One early play 
was called "Offending the 
Audience" and featured 
actors insulting theatergo¬ 
ers. 

He haswritten screenplays, 
several of them forGerman 
directorWim Wenders, who 
also filmed Handke's 1970 
novel 'The Goalie's Anxiety 
atthe Penalty Kick." 

He was praised by the 
Swedish Academy for writ¬ 
ing powerfully a bout catas¬ 
trophe, notably in "A Sorrow 
Beyond Dreams," his 1972 
autobiographical novel 
about his mother'ssuicide. 
But his staunch support of 
the Serbs during the 1990s 
Balkans wars has set him 
at odds with many other 
Western intellectuals. 

In a 1996 essay, '] ustice for 
Serbia," Handke accused 
Western news media of de¬ 
picting Serbs as aggressors 
in the wars that led to the 
breakup of Yugoslavia. He 
denied that genocide was 
committed when Bosnian 


Serb troops massacred 
some 8,000 Bosnian Muslim 
men and boys in the en¬ 
clave of Srebrenica in 1995, 
and was an opponent of 
NATO 'sa irstrikesa g a inst Ser- 
bia for that country's violent 
crackdown in Kosovo in the 
late 1990s. In an interview 
with Serbia's state TV earlier 
this year Ha ndke said those 
behind the bombing "don't 
belong to Europe and the 
planet Earth." 

Handke's views led novel¬ 
ist Salman Rushdie in 1999 
to call him a contenderfor 
"International Moron of the 
Year." Rushdie's publicist at 
Penguin Random House 
said Thursday that Rushdie 
stood by what he wrote in 
1999. 

In 2006, Handke turned 
down the Heinrich Heine 
award from the German 
city of Duesseldorf after his 
selection sparked a row 
among the city's politicians 
His selection as winner of 
the International Ibsen 
Award for drama in 2014 
also prompted protests 
from human rightsgroups. 
The same year, he told the 
Austrian Press Agency that 
the Nobel Prize should be 
abolished because of its 
'false canonization" of lit¬ 
erature. 


Tokarcuzk has been at¬ 
tacked by Polish conser¬ 
vatives — and received 
death threats — for criticiz¬ 
ing aspectsofthe country's 
past, including its episodes 
of anti-Semitism. She is a Iso 
a strong critic of Poland's 
current right-wing govern¬ 
ment. 

Her2014 novel 'The Booksof 
J acob" tackles the forced 
conversion of Polish J ewsto 
Catholicism in the 18th cen¬ 
tury. Her book "Drive Your 
Plow Overthe Bones of the 
Dead"isa crime thrillerwith 
feminist and animal-rights 
themes that offers a some¬ 
times unflattering depiction 
of small-town Polish life. 

She won the Booker Inter¬ 
national Prize in 2018 for 
"Flights," which combines 
tales of modem-day travel 
with the story of a 17th-cen¬ 
tury anatomist who dissect¬ 
ed his own amputated leg 
and the journey of com¬ 
poser Frederic Chopin's 
heart from Pa ris to Warsaw 
after his death. 

Poland's Culture Minister 
Piotr Glinski, who said ear¬ 
lier this week that he has 
not finished any of Tokar- 
czuk's books, tweeted his 
congratulations and said 
he now felt obliged to go 
back and read her books 


all the way through. 

Polish President Andrzej 
Duda called ita "greatday 
for Polish literature" on Twit¬ 
ter. 

Tokarczuk is only the 15th 
woman to win the Nobel 
literature prize in more than 
a century. Of the 11 Nobels 
awarded so far this week, 
a II the other laureates have 
been men. 

Both winners will receive 
a full cash prize, valued 
this year at 9 million kronor 
($918,000), a gold medal 
and a diploma. 

The literature prize wascan- 
celed last yearafteran ex¬ 
odus of members from the 
exclusive Swedish Acade¬ 
my, which choosesthe win¬ 
ners, following sex- abuse 
allegations Jean-Claude 
Arnault, the husband of a 
former academy member, 
was convicted last year of 
two rapes in 2011. 

The Nobel Foundation had 
warned thatanothergroup 
could award the literature 
prize if the academy didn't 
improve its tarnished im¬ 
age, but said in March it 
was satisfied the Swedish 
Academy had revamped 
itself and restored trust. 

The 2018 and 2019 awards 
were chosen by the Swed¬ 
ish Academy's Nobel Com¬ 
mittee, a new body made 
up of four academy mem¬ 
bers and five "external 
specialists." Nobel orga¬ 
nizers say the committee 
suggests two names that 
then must be approved 
by the Swedish Academy. 
It's unclear whether acad¬ 
emy members simply rub¬ 
ber-stamped the experts' 
choice. 

Anders Olsson, chair of the 
Swedish Academy's Nobel 
Committee, said "we are 
not ready to evaluate this 
new process yet." 

In his will, Swedish industrial¬ 
ist and dynamite inventor 
Alfred Nobel designated 
the Swedish Academy as 
the institution responsible 
for the Nobel Prize in lit¬ 
erature. Nobel decided 
the physics, chemistry and 
medicine prizes should be 
awarded in Stockholm, and 
the peace prize in Oslo.

Prize will be awarded on

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Binge eating videos find big audience, even for weight loss

NEW YORK (AP) — While try¬ 
ing to lose weight, Becky 
Beach found assistance 
in an unlikely place: thou¬ 
sands of online videos fea¬ 
turing people binging on 
massive a mounts of ra men, 
burgers, chicken wingsand 
seafood boils brimming 
with crab and lobster. 

The South Korea-rooted vid¬ 
eo trend is known as "muk- 
bang," and it has spread 
to the U.S. and around the 
globe on YouTube, Face- 
bookand Instagram. 

"I watch one whenever I 
feel like eating sweets or 
bad foods," said Beach, 
a Dallas-based product 
designer for a Fortune 500 
company. She has lost 10 
pounds and views up to 
three mukbang videos a 
day. "It's just satisfying to 
watch.” 

Ashley Cobb, a math 
teacher in Washington, 
D.C., is also a fan after 
one of her eighth-graders 
turned heron to the videos. 
Cobb said it's "fun and 
soothing" to watch people 
dip food in sauce and "eat 
with so much enjoyment." 
The footage transports her 
to "a different place" and 
"has a way of making you 
leave reality for a second, 
sort of like a good book." 
Such glowing feedback 
is pure gold to top cre¬ 
ators like Bethany Gaskin 
in suburban Cincinnati. The 
44-year-old, who has 2.2 
million subscribers to her 
Bloveslife channel on You¬ 
Tube, is a top earner, clear¬ 
ing more than $1 million in 
ad money as she eats her 
way through seafood boils, 
ginormous servings of bar¬ 
becue ribsand otherdrool¬ 
worthy spreads 
She recently put out a Ca¬ 
jun butter dipping sauce, 
Bloves Smackalicious, and 
counts Cardi B and Amber 
Rose among her 1.1 million 
followers on Instagram. 

"I started off trying to cook 
in videos," Gaskin said. 
"I cook really well, then 
people wanted to see me 
eat. I unapologetically eat 
whatever I want, however I 
want, food dripping down 
my chin." 

Gaskin hassome advice for 
critics who say the excess 
of mukbang promotes an 
unhealthy lifestyle: "If you 


don't like it, don't watch." 
The word mukbang is a 
mashup of the Korean 
words for "eating" and 
"broadcast," translating 
in English to "eatcast." 
Livestreams in South Ko¬ 
rea started sprouting up 
around 2009. It didn't take 
long for fans to catch on 
and YouTubersto cash in. 
"The core principle behind 
mukbang is that eating 
is a social activity," said 
Victor Chang, market¬ 
ing manager for the South 
Korea-based fried chicken 
restaurant chain Bonchon. 
It's "a way of connect¬ 
ing people through meals 
even when they are miles 
apart." 

The company's wings ap- 
pearfrequently in videos. 
The mukbang phenomena 


is not focused on fancy 
food. It's "more about the 
'treat yourself moment 
and the simple joy of ca¬ 
sual conversation over a 
no-frills, delicious meal," 
Chang said. 

Some mukbangers avoid 
speaking in their videos, 
using specialized micro¬ 
phones to heighten the 
crunchesand slurps. Others 
like Gaskin are in it for the 
chatter. Visiting with Gas¬ 
kin on YouTube as she talks, 
dips and eats feels like 
catching up with a neigh¬ 
bor over the backyard 
fence. 

At 4-foot-ll and about 
130 pounds, Gaskin said 
she's able to put away the 
amounts of food that she 
devours on camera due in 
part to her high metabo¬ 


lism. During a 30-minute 
video, she said she may 
actually eat for only 11 to 
15 minutes. 

Gaskin, who grew up poor 
in Chicago, was making 
circuit boards for the mili¬ 
tary in J anuary 2017, when 
she put up her first muk¬ 
bang video. She retired 
from herday job that May. 
Her husband, Nate Gas¬ 
kin, retired after 20 years 
at General Electric to help 
manage hermukbang ca¬ 
reer, which is packed with 
speaking engagements, 
Make-a-Wish visits with sick 
kids and brand deals. 

To round out the family af¬ 
fair, their two sons the 
youngest is 18 _ are also 
earning incomesfrom muk¬ 
bang. 

So does Nicholas Perry, 27. 


He's a classically trained 
violinist who gave up that 
career struggle for muk¬ 
bang in 2016. He started 
with videos focused on 
the vegan lifestyle he fol¬ 
lowed for about five years. 
Then he gave up veganism 
for junk food-fueled muk- 
bangs that go deep into 
his personal life. He messily 
answers viewer questions, 
burps and chows down 
with regular "mmm, mmm, 
mmmmms." 

Perry has three mukbang 
channelsunderthe handle 
Nikocado Avocado, with 
1.72 million subscribers on 
the largest. He would not 
reveal how much money 
he earns. 

"One of my friends to Id me 
to try itout," he said from his 
home outside Philadelphia. 
"I thought she was crazy. 

I said to myself, ‘Who on 
Earth is going to watch me 
eatfood? Sure enough, my 
very first mukbang got like 
50,000 views in a couple of 
weeks, which was a lot for 
me at the time, and every¬ 
body was asking, when's 
the next mukbang?" 

After gaining weight, Perry 
tries to counter all the fast 
food with exercise and nu¬ 
trition offscreen. 

"I just want to do this for 
a couple more years," he 
sa id. "It IS very unhea Ithy." 
Brittany Marsicek, 28, a 
dancer, actor and YouTu- 
ber, has a 2-year-old Muk¬ 
bang Monday channel 
with Chantal Plamondon, 
27. The two focuson vegan 
food, but Marsicek eats 
and chats her way through 
non-vegan videos on some 
Wednesdays when she 
goes solo or tea ms up with 
her boyfriend. 

Marsicek and Plamondon 
often film in their cars while 
munching from food con¬ 
tainers, rather than making 
videos featuring a spread 
of food and people who 
mostly "just gorge," Mar¬ 
sicek said. 

Consumer psychologist Mi- 
chal Strahilevitz, an associ¬ 
ate professor of marketing 
at Saint Mary's College of 
California, said mukbang 
“may seem crazy” at first, 
but "watching people 
binge eat is a whole lot 
healthierthan binge eating 
yourself."0
